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Campaign For 

New Home For 
Nurses Starts 


Newton Hospital’s $350,000 campaign 
for a new nurses’ home, vitally needed 
for a decade In order to serve Newton 
and Wellesley communities In accord- 
ance with the high standards which 
the hospital has always maintained, 
will be launched Monday evening, 
June 6. at 7. at the Weeks Junior 
High School. 

An enthusiastic gathering of divi- 
sion chairmen, special gifts commit- 
tees, team captains, lieutenants and 
workers, numbering close to 800, under 
the command of Henry J. Nichols for 
the Newtons and William Holway Hill 
for Wellesley, will participate in this 
dinner meeting, which will officially 
open the ten-day Intensive appeal, con- 
cluding June 15. 

A special gifts committee of more 
than 100 citizens are now at work so- 
liciting special gifts in the Newtons 
and Wellesley. Designated gifts are 
proving to be a very popular form of 
giving, and many of these gifts are 
being given as memorials. 

Among the designated gifts which 
have been reserved are the nurses’ liv- 
ing room, representing a donation of 
$25,000; the suite for the superin- 
tendent of nurses, representing a con- 
tribution of $5,000; and a number of 
the dormitory rooms, representing 
varying contributions from $600 to 
$2,500 each. 

Yesterday booklets describing the 
needs, outlining the campaign objec- 
tives and listing the available des- 
ignated gifts, were mailed from cam- 
paign headquarters to hundreds of 
prospective contributors. 

Also on Thursday. Wellesley work- 
ers reported at the Wellesley Trust 
Co., between 5 p. m. and 10 p. m. to 
select the cards which they will so- 
licit. On Tuesday evening, the New- 
ton special gifts committee met at the 
Brae Burn Country Club under the 
leadership of F. Ashley Day, Jr., divi- 
sional chairman. 

Campaign headquarters at Room 
Brny Block, Newton Centre, report 
many visits daily from leaders and 
workers already hard at work on their 
solicitation assignments. From the 
general chairman down through the 
ranks of workers, there is a remarka- 
ble spirit of optimism and confidence 
in the success of this drive to provide 
adequate housing and training for 
Newton nurses.

State A.B.C. Board 
Hears Carris Case 


The State A. B. C. Commission held 
a hearing on Tuesday on the appeul 
of George Carris. proprietor of 
George's Lunch at 291 Centre at., New- 
ton. from the ruling of the Newton 
License Commission which suspended 
his liquor license for a period of two 
months. The license was suspended by 
the local commission after investiga- 
tors of the State A. B. C. made com- 
plaints against the place. At the hear- 
ing Commissioners Moriarty and 
Spaulding of the Newton Roard testi- 
fied against Carris. Agents Harry. Gent 
and Keefe of the State A. B. C. testi- 
fied that on the night of April 30th 
they visited Carris’ lunch room and 
found ten men there in an intoxicated 
condition, one of them being so drunk 
that he had to be carried out of the 
place. They also testified that beer 
was served to two minors. Two em- 
ployees of Carris. a bar tender named 
Davas. and a waitress named Stewart, 
testified to refute the charges made by 
the A. B. C. men. Carris testified that 
he was not in the lunch room when 
the alleged violations of the law oc- 
curred. The A. B. C. Commission re- 
served its decision.

Rep. Luitwieler To 
Run for Reelection 


Clarence S. Luitwieler. who is com- 
pleting his 14th year as a Representa- 
tive from Newton in the Legislature, 
announces he will be a candidate for 
re-election. 

Mr. Luitwieler has a rather unusual 
record, for in the past 13 years he has 
not missed a single sitting of the Leg- 
islature nor a single committee meet- 
ing. For 10 years he was Chairman 
of the Committee on State Administra- 
tion: served 4 years on the Commit- 
tee on Labor A- Industry, and during 
the past year on Transportation. Dur- 
ing his entire legislative career he has 
consistently fought against all unnec- 
essary appropriation and all measures 
which would in any way increase state 
taxes. He was one of 14 who voted 
against the $11,000,000 appropriation 
in the State Budget, and also on every 
item which the Committee on Ways & 
Means wanted defeated. 


Th* N*wton Safety Council held a 
meeting on Tuesday night, at Police 
Headquarters at West Newton. General 
Daniel Needham presided. Raymond 
Greene, chairman of the Child Educa- 
tion Committee, told of th* safety pro- 
gram in the public schools. H* said 
that in the grade sctiools emphasis 
was placed on pedestrian safety: In 
the junior high schools on bicycle rid- 
ing: and in the high school on automo- 
bile driving, with special attention be- 
ing given to “prospective 1 6-year-old 
crazy-to-drlve antomobiHsts." Mr. 
Greene submitted the proposed ordi- 
nance his committee had prepared 
relative to licensing bicycles in New- 
ton. He said that the City Solicitor had 
stated that the ordinance could not 
be accepted by the city as it was con- 
trary to State statutes. Daniel Need- 
ham said he had conferred with the 
City Solicitor in an effort to have 
some means devised so that the ordi 
nance can be adopted. 

Alfred N*. Miner, chairman of the 
Traffic Engineering Committee of the 
Council, and Charles Wee ton, of 'he 
Accident Facts Committee, submitted 
a plan whereby members of the coun- 
cil will make a record of various 
types of violations of automobile and 
traffic laws in Newton and send such 
observations to the secretary of the 
council. Any motorist who commit- 
ted five violations would be reported 
to the Registrar of Motor Vehicles. 
They said this method has been pro- 
ductive of increased safety in places 
where it has been used. Charles Ma- 
honey. Supt of Streets, opposed the 
plan. He said it would be unfair to the 
motorist accused, as so long a time 
might intervene, he could not contra- 
dict the charges. It was finally de- 
cided that the campaign will be issued 
just for the acquiring of information 
to obtain data on traffic violations, and 
that forms will be printed on which 
the members will report the violations. 

Edward H. Powers, chairman of the 
publicity committee which is in charge 
of the Safety Parade on the evening 
of June 16. reported that various fea- 
ures are being planned for this demon- 
stration. A number of wrecked cars 
will be towed in the parade, various 
organizations will prepare floats, there 
will be a procession of cars to remind 
citizens of the 26 fatal automobile ac- 
cidents in Newton the past three years, 
ambulances and a hearse will be realis- 
tic reminders of reckless driving. In- 
surance and oil companies will have 
safety displays in the parade and the 
Newton Post. A. L. Band and V. F. 
W. Drum Corps will give their serv- 
ices. The parade will start at 7 o’clock 
at Newton City Hall and proceed to 
all the villages In the city.

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A LONG AWAITED IMPROVEMENT 

The proposed new traffic signals in Newtonville square 
should be a vast improvement over those now in use at the 
intersection of Washington and Walnut streets. We are in- 
formed that the new signals will be installed within a month 
or two and will provide two advance green arrows. These 
arrows will permit traffic making left turns to proceed before 
the “go-ahead” signal for those cars traveling straight through 
the intersection. These left arrows will be used for traffic 
going west on Washington street and turning left onto Walnut 
street and for traffic going north on Walnut street and turn- 
ing toward West Newton on Washington street. Under exist- 
ing conditions, without any advance signal, traffic turns left 
and cuts across in front of oncoming through cars, creating 
• congested and also dangerous conditions. For a long time 
we have witnessed many cars, when traffic is rather heavy, 
edging over onto Washington street onto what should be the 
eastbound lane, cutting sharply over, and picking up speed 
rapidly with little regard for pedestrian traffic which had not 
reached the opposite curb after starting across on the pedes- 
trian signals. The elimination of the traffic beacon in the 
centre of the square and the installation of signals on the 
sidewalks, with push button control for pedestrian traffic, 
will also result in improved conditions. Although it is possible 
that the centre beacon does not add to the hazards of the 
situation it handicaps the smooth handling of traffic as many 
operators unfamiliar with the location do not know whether 
to go around the beacon or whether they are permitted to 
cross over in front of it. Automobile drivers, pedestrians 
and others who travel through Newtonville square frequently 
look forward with anticipation to the improvement which 
the street department has taken steps to bring about.

To the Editor of the Newton praphlc: 

In your paper of May 27th was an 
article relative to the Traffic Bureau 
of the Newton Police Department. As 
a member of the city government I 
desire to stnte that this proposed 
plan is an unwarranted nnd illegnl in- 
terference with the control of the de- 
partment by its proper bend, the chief 
of police. The City Charter states 
‘ The Police department, to be under 
the charge of the Chief of Police." This 
is violated when the chief is being 
constantly harassed with interference 
on the part of the mayor. It is also 
in complete disregard of his policy 
as announced Jnn. 1, 1936, viz: "a 
patrolman w’ould be a patrolman” nnd 
so on up through the grades, "nnd 
the chief a chief." 

On many occasions the only w’ay 
members of the City Government know 
what is going on is by reading the 
newspapers. We read that the Mayor 
intimates this or that, nnd that is the 
first we hear of it. It should be dif- 
ferent if the announcement on the 
same date was made in good faith 
when he said ‘Let us not deviate or 
go astray from the idea that public 
office is a public trust to be admin- 
istered in a businesslike way, hon- 
estly. carefully, without sentiment 
and without extravagances.’ With 
those principles I am in complete 
accord. Let us see how they have 
worked out in actual practice. 

"In the last two and one half years 
the city has developed what is called 
the stooge system. This is where 
certain close associates of the mayor 
in many of the city’s departments do 
just about as they please, and are 
responsible not to their proper heads 
of departments, but to the mayor. 
This is, to say the least, inefficient and 
costly government. The most flagrant 
example of this practice is in the Po- 
lice Department, w’here the mayor’s 
stooge. Sergeant Mechanic Cullen, has 
been permitted to do just ns he pleases. 
The most glaring example is the Childs- 
Cullen one-patient ambulance, the well- 
known disgrace of our city. It should 
be noted here that the ambulance was 
bought by the mayor and the sergeant- 
mechanic. and the chief of police had 
nothing whntever to do with its pur- 
chase. This w’as by order of the 
mayor. 

"As to the Traffic Bureau, the Board 
of Aldermen, in my opinion, is in 
favor of that and have w-anted to co- 
operate, but the mayor’s idea of co- 
operation is like a one-w’ay street, all 
his way. Originally w’hen this was 
proposed the chief took immediate 
steps to put this into effect, and se- 
lected Sergt. Bannon, an officer of 28 
years’ service, who as far as I have 
been able to learn, has a very fine 
record. He has protected the citizens 
of Newton all these years at .night, 
whereas Serg-Mechanic Cullen has 
never done any regular police w’ork, 
and comes and goes w’hen he likes 
In the daytime. It seems that Ser- 
geant Bannon was directed by the 
Chief to attend the Harvard School 
of Traffic, W’hich he did with satisfac- 
tion to all concerned. Then the Mayor 
directed the Chief not to appoint Ser- 
geant Bannon. Here is where the 
Chief could not do his full duty as 
he should be allow’ed to do. 

“It is my understanding that the 
chief deferred to the mayor, and then 
selected Sergeant Burke and Inspec- 
tor Hammell to do this very impor- 
tant work. Both of these officers 
are of the Inspector’s Division. This 
selection I believe has also met with 
the approval of the Newton Safety 
Council. It is also generally conced- 
ed that these officers have done their 
work properly. It seems that the chief 
has been ordered by the mayor to as- 
sign Lieut. Moan to this duty. He is 
to be taken off his proper duty at 
night where he now works along with 
Lieut. Mahoney, obviously to create 
another vacancy for a lieutenant. 

"It costs the city $2450 a year for 
Sergeant Cullen, and his wife $1900 
a year as chief clerk of the control- 
ler’s office, w’here all the city’s busi- 
ness passes, a total of $4350 a year, 
a rather tidy sum. 

“It costs the city for the mayor’s 
office for 1938 $8600.00. It costs the 
city for the Board of Aldermen for 
1938. Nothing! I am one of 21 w’ho 
serve and have served without com- 
pensation of any kind, directly or in- 
directly. and with no axe to grind 
except that of efficient and honest 
government. 

In the finance committee’s report 
on the 1938 budget praise was given 
to the efficiency of the fire department 
in which T concur. However, I know’ 
that in this department the mayor 
does not. tell the chief how’ to extin- 
guish fires, and as far as I know’ 
there is no stooge who has access to 
the mayor for the purpose of advis- 
ing him how the Fire Department 
should be operated. I do not imagine 
for one minute that the Fire Depart- 
ment mechanic goes and comes as 
he pleases. In other words the chief 
is in command. This is not true in 
the Police Department. The discipline 
is being constantly undermined by the 
mayor-sergeant-mechanic tieup. The 
Police Department deals with the pub- 
lic every minute of the day nnd night, 
and it is surprising that we have as 
good a department as we hnve with 
the mayor’s interference, through the 
sergeant-mechanic, of the proper per- 
formance of the duty of the chief of 
police. Now’ we are to have a Traffic 
Bureau of which flu* chief does not 
have proper control. This means more 
w’heels within wheels. It violates all 
accepted principles for the control 
of a properly disciplined organization. 

Personally I am fed up with hypo- 
crisy. inefficiency, incompetence, mis- 
management and other things of which 
more will be revealed in the not dis- 
tant future."

WIN STATE TITLE— 

ALSO HOLIDAY MEET 

The Newton high track forces, con- 
tinuing their triumphant surge to an 
undefeated outdoor season, over- 
whelmed all opposition at the Dickin- 
son Stadium to win Class A honors in 
the State meet and then celebrated the 
holiday with another victory at the 
Amherst interscholns tics', held this 
year at Mt. Hermon academy at North- 
field. 

In retaining its stnte title, and its 
fifth State Meet crown in ten years, 
New’ton athletes figured in the making 
of one new record and the equalling 
of another, for the outstanding feats 
in Class A. In Class B two new rec- 
ords were made and another equalled. 

Don McKinnon, undefeated in the 
hurdles this season, was the Newton 
individual star equalling the figures 
over the 120-yard bnrriers in 14s flat. 
The Newton champion had little com- 
petition from the some trio he had 
beaten in previous meets, namely, 
Woolfson of Brookline. Lisle of Low- 
ell and his teammate Neil Cheney, who 
finished in that order with McKinnon 
having a five-yard lead at the tape. 

A Newton relay quartet, comprised 
of Dick Hurley, Bill Pescosolido, Mc- 
Kinnon and Frank Hines, racing 
against Boston English in the final 
event, set up a new mark of lm 33.2s 
for the half-mile distance rather un- 
expectedly and surprisingly. The new 
figures displaced the old time made 
by the Newton relay of 1935 (Ted 
Ladd. Allan Freeman, Bob Muther 
and Warren Wittens). 

These outstanding highlights took 
place despite a sodden track and a 
mean headwind. Frank Hines found a 
had start, coupled with the wind and 
damp track, too much for him as far 
as new figures were concerned but he 
broke the tape a foot ahead of Billy 
Wood of Lowell in the 100-yard dash 
with Concannon of English third and 
Taylor of Roxbury Memorial fourth. 
At the halfway mark, as at Harvard 
the week previous. Hines was in third 
place but had the lift to finish in 
front. Walker, of Everett, second at 
Harvard and Friary of Mechanics, an- 
other contender, had tough luck in the 
draw for heats. Although they both 
qualified for the semi-finals, they were 
shut out when only first and second 
were chosen to enter the final. 

Joe Paglia of Newton got a third 
in a trial heat in the 220-yard dash 
but failed to make the grade in the 
semi-final. Fred Hall, with a third in 
the first heat, and Jim Shafenberg, 
third in the third heat of the 440. also 
found the opposition too fast and their 
times failed to qualify them for the 
point division. Basil Babcock placed 
third in the second heat of the S80- 
yard run in which heat all the point 
winners were found as Sadewicz of 
Lowell had just enough to stave off 
Vitold Pocius of Brockton in the fast- 
est of two heats against time. Bab- 
cock was a few strides behind the Shoe 
City athlete. 

Billy Pescosolido came through to 
win the high jump with a leap of but 
5 ft. 10% in., with Mark Messier pick- 
ing up the fourth-place point two inch- 
es lower to add six points to the New- 
ton score. With a 6 ft. 2 inch leap at 
Harvard, Pesky was expected to sur- 
pass the 6.06 mark for the State 
meet but fell far short. Jack Callahan, 
expected to come close to a first in 
the broad jump, also fell by the way- 
side when he failed to do better than 

20 ft. 4% in., which was not good 
enough to place. Callahan has done 

21 feet and on his first try on Satur- 
day fouled with a 21 ft. 5 in. jump. 
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NEWTON TENNIS STARS 
IN HARVARD TOURNEY 

Newton High tennis stars figured 
prominently in the annual Harvard 
interscholastic tournament over the 
past week-end when Albert Everts 
and Don Manchester reached the semi- 
final round. Other semi-finalists were 
Bill Power, of Worcester North, win 
ner of the annual Newton interschol- 
astic tourney in 1937 and also two 
weeks ago. and Willie Barnes, unde- 
feated this spring as a member of 
the Exeter Academy tennis team. 

Everts met Barnes and sent him 
down to his first defeat, 5 — 7, 6 —3, 
6 — 4. The Newton player, seeded 
fourth. Power toppled Manchester in 
straight sets, 6 — 4, 6 — 0 and then faced 
Everts in the final match at the Long- 
wood Cricket Club courts on Sunday. 

Power retained his title, which he 
won a year ago, defeating the New- 
ton youth 6 — 1, 4 — 6, 6 — 4. Everts 
improved consistently in his match 
but lost out as Power stiffened to take 
the tenth game in the third set. Power, 
as defending titlist. was seeded first 
and Manchester second. 

Power will represent this section 
in the national interscholastic tourney 
at Germantown. Pa., in July. Barnes 
and his teammate Hendrie, of Exeter 
Academy will bo the doubles combina- 
t ion. 



62 YEARS AGO 


Newton Republican, June 3, 1876 

General Jnmes Centennial Coffee 
and Professor John Cooley of Milford 
will begin their grand test walk from 
the State House, Boston to the Cen- 
tennial grounds in Philadelphia today. 
General Coffee will trundle a wheelbar- 
row nnd Professor Cooley will carry 
a banner. They will pass through 
New’ton at 10:30 a. m. 


Several families have moved into 
Wards 1 and 7 the past w’eek. A part 
of them are former residents return- 
ing to the beautiful city which they 
enjoyed so much. Every street and 
avenue has put on its wedding gar- 
ments, the freshness and vigor of the 
springtime nnd opening summer glad- 
den the eyes, while the cheerful matins 
of the sw’eet songsters charm the ears. 


As the first night freight trnln w’as 
passing the Auburndale depot nbout 
5:30 Thursday evening, a lad about 
3 years of age attempted to get on 
one of the cars to ride to Riverside. 
He missed his footing and fell, sev- 
eral cars passing over him. cutting 
off one leg and badly injuring the 
other. He was carried to the hospital 
in Boston on Conductor Patch’s train. 


In 1666. two hundred years ago, a 
town meeting was called in New’ton 
to consider about fortifying the town 
against the Indians. It was deemed 
necessary to fence the town with a 
stockade or something equivalent 
thereto, but King Phillip dying soon 
after, the timber w’as used for the re- 
pairing of the bridge across the 
Charles River between Newton and 
Watertown.

A shot from 
the enemy passed through the head 
of the drum. The boy threw the drum 
away, seized a musket and rendered 
valiant service with it. He later came 
to Lower Falls to live and resided 50 
years here.

Two weeks ngo the handball 
court was razed. It will be rebuilt 
elsewhere in Brighton. The Metropo- 
litan District Commissioners are to 
be commended for their co-operation 
in having the handball court removed 
nnd b(y this action restoring the 
Charles River Parkway to its former 
attractive appearance. 


Recently the Japanese have been 
bombing the city of Canton in South- 
ern China, killing nnd wounding thous- 
ands of men, women and children. 
Pictorial magazines for months have 
been printing pictures of hideous 


scenes in other Chinese cities that 
were bombed by the Japs. The in- 
dustrious Chinese laundrymen of this 
city came from Canton and its en- 
virons. Because the Chinese are be- 
ing gradually cut off from supplies 
of munitions they are having an in- 
creasingly difficult task in resisting 
the Japanese invaders. Assist the 
Chinese by boycotting products of 
Japan. Silk is the principal Japanese 
product used in this country; it is 
used mostly for silk stockings.

Newtonville Mail 1 
Truck Robbers Get 
7 Years in Prison 


Andrew MacDonald, 40, of Pequo- 
sette st., Watertown; his brother. Wil- 
liam MacDonald. 36. of North Beacon 
st.. Brighton; and Joseph Kelly. 43, 
of Tower st.. Jamaica Plain, each was 
sentenced to serve 7 years in a Fed- 
eral penitentiary by Judge Hugh Mac- 
Lellan in the Federal court at Bos- 
ton last Friday. They were found 
guilty of having been involved in 
several robberies of mail trucks and 
mail pouches the past few years. An- 
drew MacDonald had been employed 
by the Post Office Department as a 
truck driver in the Boston postal dis- 
trict for 16 years. 

The first robbery was on December 
12, 1936 when a mail truck was stolen 
from the Grove Hall, Roxbury post- 
office and $1600 taken. The second 
robbery in which the MacDonalds were 
involved was on February 12. 1937 
when a registered pouch containing 
$8000 wns stolen from a mail truck in 
Arlington. On January 14 of this year 
Andrew MacDonald and Kelly stole 
a mail truck from alongside the New- 
tonville postofflee and looted it of 
money and negotiable papers totalling 
$2475. A couple of weeks later two 
boys found some of the mail matter 
which had been in the stolen pouches 
near the railroad tracks opposite the 
Allston station. Among the letters 
found was one from Postmaster Tague 
of Boston to Andrew MacDonald noti- 
fying him of demerits he had received 
for some infraction. MacDonald had 
carelessly mixed the official letter 
with the stolen mail matter, and from 
this clue postal inspectors traced the 
robberies to the trio.

Householder in the Middle 

It is perfectly reasonable for the 
Newton Street Department to urge sep- 
aration of ashes from other waste ma- 
terial deposited weekly in barrels and 
placed on the sidewalk for collection.

Finding a Falsehood 

My habit of browsing among books 
on the shelves of the Newton Free 
Library is often productive of ample 
reward for time expended. The latest 
experience revealed a most enlighten- 
ing volume, “The Lie Detector Test," 
by William Moulton Marston and pub- 
lished by Richard R. Smith of New 
York. If there was any subject con- 
cerning which I was densely ignorant, 
confused and bewildered, it was the 
scientific device regarding which so 
much misinformation has been widely * 
circulated. The book told me things 
of which, it seems to me, few have 
knowledge. Moreover, it is extremely 
easy reading and absorbingly inter- 
esting. I learned that there is no such 
thing as a machine which detects liars 
but that it is “a scientific test in the 
hands of an expert which does the lie 
detecting.” I won’t attempt a re- 
view. Besides urging a reading. 1 wish 
to proclaim that the lie detector is 
going to be an increasingly effective 
instrument in revealing guilt and also 
in encouraging honesty. Study the vol- 
ume and see if you do not agree with 
me. You won’t regret it. 

Thunder and Lightning 

If I manage to get in at least one 
of several things I would like to do 
this summer it will probably be a 
few days’ visit in the Granite State 
which I seem to negotiate every year, 
ome weal come woe. The place I 
manage to stay, however briefly, has 
the biggest mountains, the biggest 
crowds, the biggest appetites and also 
the biggest thunderstorms. And when 
the lightning comes the entire colony 
reacts. The cry will go up, "Don’t 
stand under a tree.” Then there will 
be a demand that all windows be 
tightly closed, and doors, too, in or- 
der there may he no draft whatever. 
Some of the more timid insist on 
rubber protection, donning such cov- 
ering for their feet and wrapping 
themselves in ruincoats, despite the 
fact they are safely indoors. Others 
want the electricity supply cut off. 
There are those who shut themselves 
in their rooms and also a group who 
caution the rest not to go near the 
windows. It usually proves exciting 
for a good many while those not easily 
agitated enjoy a break in the day’s 
routine.

WOMEN’S CLUB ACTIVITIES 

■dtted by KMMA D. COOMDOM 


Missouri Night 

At the Triennial 

Kansas City and Missouri gnvo an 
unforgetnble welcome in an evening 
of enjoyment and greetings from the 
Governor nnd Mayor on the opening 
date of the Triennial Convention. 
Tuesday, May 10th. 

An historical fantasy in four episodes, 
showing the settling nnd growth of 
Kansas, based on the poems of the 
State poet. Florida Watts Smyth, was 
staged in the beautiful Music Hall of 
the mammoth new Auditorium at 
Kansas City. 

Greetings from Governor Lloyd C. 
Stark were given in a stirring speech 
on many public questions and aims. 
Mrs. Stark also was a guest, and also 
on the platform were the officials of 
the General Federation, and Mayor 
Bryce B. Smith. Mrs. David S. Long, 
chairman of the Convention commit- 
tee. presided, nnd introduced the 
speakers. 

While the Governor did not touch 
upon partisan politics, he did appeal 
to the clubwomen and to all citizens to 
take more Interest in politics. He 
discussed some of the departments of 
the State government, such as old-age 
assistance, social security and unem- 
ployment relief, in which women are 
interested both because they are tax- 
payers and because the movements are 
humanitarian in nature. 

“Government is so much closer to 
the individual, to the home, and has 
so much more definite relationship to 
our children and our future than it 
used to have." he said, "that women 
everywhere are applying their splen- 
did intelligence and sound judgment to 
its problems. 

“I mo3t earnestly solicit vour co- 
operation and assistance in all gov- 
ernmental activities. Not only here in 
Missouri, blit in all the states and in 
the nation itself. That. I submit, is 
the patriotic duty of every American. 
Your co-operation is vital nnd neces- 
sary in such governmental activities 
as I am going to recount to you.” 

The Governor then described the ac- 
tivities of himself and Roy McKit- 
trick. Attorney General, against slot 
machines, and his moves to enforce 
the State liquor laws. He made no 
^mention of the sweeping changes he 
has made recently In the personnel of 
the liquor control forces, but asserted 
the campaign would be continued vig- 
orously. 

“The hardest and toughest job of 
my administration,” the Governor con- 
tinued. “so far. has been the finding 
of high type men for places of re- 
sponsibility and yet fairly distribute 
the jobs to all the counties. 

“I have been highly complimented 
that some of the very finest citizens 
have accepted positions on boards at 
real personal sacrifices to themselves. 
The Kansas City Election Board, com- 
posed of three widely-known business- 
men and a lawyer, is an excellent ex- 
ample of what I mean. The courage 
of that board in the enforcement of 
the election laws and the efficiency 
with which it set up the new perma- 
nent registration system In Kansas 
City is well known throughout the 
State. The fact the board obtained 
300 businessmen to serve as deputy 
election commissioners and selected 
judges and clerks of election in a 
manner calculated to assure an hon- 
est count further shows constructive 
citizenship at its best. 

"I am sorry to say that men and 
women of the higher type of citizenry 
are prone to shirk their duties in rela- 
tion to government. 

"I tell you frankly that unless high 
type citizens, both men and women, 
of all walks of life take more Inter- 
est in politics, the baser elements 
of our state and nation will prevail 
at the polls, destroy our cherished 
democratic institutions, and send us 
one way or the other — to fascism or 
communism.” 

The beautiful historical pageant 
which followed the addresses, began 
with a most appealing Indian episode 
performed by real Indians, calling for 
rain. The conquering of the Mis- 
souri river was illustrated in a pan- 
tomime dance: "Devastation and 
Drought" were also represented hv 
dancing, and “Exaltation.” a choral, 
closed the program. The tableaux 
were like magnificent paintings, with 
hundreds of persons, in costumes of 
the periods illustrated, one of them 
having as its central theme the touch- 
ing statue. “The Madonna of the 
Trail,” a sunbonneted pioneer woman 
holding her infant, and with a small 
child clinging to her skirts. 

Mrs. Lawson’s 
Final Address 
As President 

With blue banners flying from gold 
standards, the first general session of 
t lie Triennial Convention of the Gen- 
eral Federation of Women’s clubs 
opened at 9 o’clock on Wednesday 
morning, May 11th. in the arena of the 
Municipal Auditorium. 

Behind a low hedge of rose and blue 
hydrangeas, the officers and major 
•hairmen of tile Federation were seat- 
ed on the great platform in the arena, 
ready to give their reports of a year’s 
activities in this great organization. 

Mrs. Roberta Campbell Lawson gave 
her final President’s address of her re- 
gime, and t lie keynote of her appeal 
for future aims might well have been 
tlie motto of “Live and Let Live.” 
She outlined past achievements and 
future goals for the Federation, and 
mentioned especially the part the 
Federation hud taken in repeal of the 
section of the Federal Economy Act 
discriminating against married women. 
“Women are not seeking to usurp 


places occupied l»y men, and occupied 
better by them." *he said, “hut rather 
they desire to till a God-given privi- 
lege to lie partners in the affairs of 
the world. 

“We should study thoroughly the 
equal rights hill and program.” she 
said. “To me. equal rights is a mis- 
nomer. It is impossible, either phy- 
sically or biologically, for women and 
men to he labeled equal in all things. 
Mentally, women will challenge the 
masculine mind to any heights. We 
know that in many Industries women 
cannot take the places of men. How- 
ever. women should receive full wage 
consideration for services rendered.” 

“The success of this great organiza- 
tion Is due to the friendship ties, the 
mutual understanding, the tolerance 
our founders foresaw when they ac- 
cepted that old motto. ‘Unity in Di- 
versity, * " she declared. 

The same spirit of kindness and tol- 
erance must enter into every field of 
life, she asserted vehemently, before 
our problems can he solved satisfac- 
torily and fairly. 

"If every government agency, every 
national and local organization, every 
citizen In our country, would really 
try out the golden rule, life would 
reach that higher plane of spiritual 
existence.” 

To Mrs. Lawson the nation’s ills 
were due to a lack of human co-oper- 
ation. She saw no difficulty other than 
human misunderstanding. 

“We have tried all other things and 
failed,” she declared. “Why not try 
this.” 

After enumerating the many specific 
aims of the organization through Its 
departments, she made the follow- 
ing noteworthy points. 

“The study of the Constitution of 
the United States was one of the high 
lights of these last three years, and I 
am sure helped to stimulate the entire 
country to a renewed understanding of 
the constitutional rights of the people. 
The voice of the people has a right to 
he heard. Freedom of the press and 
freedom of speech are as necessary to 
the American people as religious free- 
dom and the pursuit of happiness. 

“It is the right of every American to 
own a home, and the right of every 
individual to pursue a means for the 
economic maintenance of that home. 
The Book of All Books tells us the 
devil finds work for Idle hands to do; 
and it seems absolutely wrong to en- 
courage idleness among our people. We 
certainly have no desire to change 
our democracy for any other form of 
government. What other form of gov- 
ernment could supply for Americans 
that which our Constitution gives 
them?” 

She further appealed to the club- 
women to take Interest In government 
matters, saying this was the duty of 
every American woman. 

“Taxation is one of our most per- 
plexing questions today and It Is the 
responsibility of all. young and old, 
to know what taxes are, where they 
go and why. 

“Why shouldn’t you and I be Inter- 
ested In government?” she asked spir- 
itedly. 

“In buying a pair of shoes for my 
grandson. $4 seemed reasonable, but a 
price analysis showed 126 taxes were 
hidden in those two little shoes. This 
is just one of the items In our homes 
that need attention. 

“We owe our government certain 
returns in taxes; we want a part in 
maintaining this great democracy of 
ours. It is the people who support 
the government and the people should 
not expect the government to support 
them. 

“We also should inform ourselves on 
unemployment, for this question is 
closely associated with taxation. Look 
into local unemployment and ascer- 
tain why and help solve the problem 
if possible.” 

Indicating the size of the Federation 
and the immensity of the president’s 
task, she reported she had traveled 
108,213 miles since beginning her 
three-vear term in June. 1935: had re- 
ceived and answered 32.508 pieces of 
mail, and had made 256 public ad- 
dresses. 


Opening Events 
At Swampscott 


Clubwomen of Massachusetts cer- 
tainly moved into the New Ocean 
House. Swampscott on Monday, pre- 
paratory to their opening session on 
Tuesday morning, for their three-day 
Convention. An attendance of over 
1.500 that morning indicated that be- 
fore nightfall this number would he 
doubled. 

In the opening session they heard 
that the basic problem confronting 
the people of the United States to- 
day is just the very simple one of 
“learning how to live together.” And 
in the afternoon they heard that “sun 
spots are the basic cause of world 
economic troubles.” and that “hard 
liquor is the regular beverage of 50 
per cent of High School pupils." Di- 
gestion of these statements gave am- 
ple topic of conversation. 

Happier topics were found in the 
President’s Address of the morning, 
and a delightful gift to Headquarters. 

The philanthropies of Massachusetts 
clubwomen during the year 1937-38. 
under Mrs. John H. Kimball’s presi- 
dency. totaled $126,833, according to 
her report: the lnrgest Item was near- 
ly $50,000 for scholarships for Massa- 
chusetts boys and girls at institutions 
of higher learning. Local charities 
and public welfare cost $37,000, and 
was the next largest item in the re- 
port of charitable expenditure. I low 
pltnls have received $10,256. scholar- 
ships, $49.50S; public welfare, $21,025; 
foreign relief. $234; Red Cross. $1469; 
disabled soldiers, $3952; public health, 
$9773; art. $888; local charities, $15. 
032, and other philanthropies, $14,- 
833. 

A beautiful silver tea set, the gift 
of the clubs of the Ninth District, 
which includes Boston, was presented 


by Mrs. Joseph T. Moulton,, of Glou- 
cester. Ninth District director, for use 
at Headquarters of the Massachusetts 
State Federation on Newbury at. Mrs. 
Kimlmll expressed particular pleas- 
ure In accepting this gift. 

Presiding at the opening session 
were the president. Mrs. Kimball, of 
Boston: and the first vice-president, 
the Incoming president, Mrs. Henry 
W. Hildreth, of Winchester, and Mrs. 
David A. Westcott of Dorchester, vice- 
president, who shared in presenting 
the speakers. 

After listening to the annual re- 
port of the officers and a program of 
music by the Professional Women’s 
Club Chorus, the assembly heard Dr. 
.1. O. Christianson. Superintendent of 
the School of Agriculture. University 
of Minnesota, on the topic: “Dealing in 
Futures.” 

“In the minds of some folks,” lie 
said, "the great problem in the United 
States today is to learn more; to 
bring about greater efficiency In manu- 
facture: to produce in greater volume; 
to travel over greater areas at grenter 
speed, and so on; but actually, the ba- 
sic problem confronting the people of 
the United States is just the small one 
of learning how to live together.” 

Dr. Christinnson's formula for the 
bringing about of a better world is 
to return to those old-fashioned fun- 
damental values which have been 
proved basic to the family, which re- 
flect on the organization and finally on 
the nation itself. 

“It is no accident that in the past 
five years in America, expenditures 
for churches, schools and scholarships 
have decreased 30 percent,” he said, 
"while expenditures for beer, whisky 
and automobiles have increased 300 
percent. We have now on an average 
of 12.000 murders and a million and 
a half major crimes a year, 20 percent 
committed by young folks not old 
enough to vote. 

“We go to extremes, prohibition was 
one extreme: after a while we opened 
all the spigots in the land and put 
taverns on almost every cross-road 
from coast to coast. We have to learn 
a middle-of-the-road policy, remember 
that there is a ditch on either side of 
the highway of life. , 

“We have been going down the 
highway of life lickety-whistle. If the 
gas holds out we may return to find 
that home is the most Important insti- 
tution in the development of a great 
people. Our problem today is that of 
learning how to live together. We will 
do it only by joining hands with all 
the organized groups of labor and in- 
dustry and agriculture in the ideal of 
the greatest good for the greatest num- 
ber. 

"America will finally become* just 
what she wants to become,” the speak- 
er declared. 

"If we are going to worship at the 
shrine of all that is cheap and tawdry 
we will finally become that kind of a 
people, but I don’t believe we will 
choose that way. In fact, from the at- 
titude of men In public life today, 
men who are leaders with whom I 
have talked, I feel that we are com- 
ing fast to the threshold of what 
might be called a spiritual renais- 
sance.” 

The importance of alcohol education 
in any crime prevention program was 
the theme of an address that after- 
noon by W. Roy Bregg, Executive Sec- 
retary of Allied Youth, Inc. He hor- 
rified clubwomen by figures indicating 
that S3 per cent of modern youngsters 
in the 18 to 25 year age group, in a 
study by Dr. Paul Studenski, of New 
York University, were drinking hard 
liquor today. More than one fifth of 
all crime tabulated by the Federal Bu- 
reau of Investigation in recent crime 
reports is directly related to alcohol 
and that young people are directly 
concerned in ”38 per cent of all vio- 
lations of liquor laws, 36 per cent of 
all intoxicated driving, and 29 per 
cent of all drunkenness.” By young 
people, he meant persons 29 years old 
and under, he said. 

The speaker describing a study made 
by Allied Youth of more than 2,200 
Senior High School students in an 
important city of New York State, 
showed that 48.62 per cent were drink- 
ing. and two-thirds of the, student 
homes were serving alcoholic bever- 
ages. , 

“These youngsters are drinking 
without knowing the facts. It is 
not youth’s fault that it has not the 
facts. Little Is being taught In the 
schools. Invitations to drink are vir- 
tually unavoidable in society with the 
widespread use of alcohol current to- 
day and split-second choices are re- 
quired. There is no time to go into 
the library and look up the effects of 
alcohol In a book. 

“Young people are entitled to know 
the relations of alcohol to mental 
health, to traffic accidents, to com- 
missions of crime. 

“It is increasingly difficult for 
young people to have good times with- 
out going to places where alcoholic 
beverages are served and It Is time 
something was done about it. Al- 
lied youth posts, nonsectarian and 
nonpolitical are being set up in high 
schools with the backing of women’s 
groups to provide a positive social and 
recreational program.” 

Dr. Harlan T. Stetson, cosmic ter- 
restrial Research Director at M. I. T., 
who supervised the making of the 69- 
inch reflecting telescope at Perkins 
observatory, second largest In the Uni- 
ted States, blamed economic reces- 
sion on sun spots. 

"Thoro has been an almost uncanny 
parallelism between market trends and 
(ho sun spots throughout the dec- 
ado." he told the clubwomen. “From 
the end of 1929 to the middle of 1930 
solar activity fell 60 points in the sun- 
spot scale. It may he a mere colncl- 
dence that business activity and the 
market rose rathor consistently from 
1933 to 1937 nnd then promptly fol- 
lowed the present acute recession.

Dr. Stetson described experiments 
and measurements in his laboratory at 
Newton, tending to prove that the 
strength of radio vraves Increases as 
sun spots decrease. 

Postulating an 11-year cycle in wax- 
ing and waning of sun spots. Dr. Stet- 
son proposed more intelligent planning 
in Government to distribute industrial 
activity over the 11-year solar cycle, 
and the possibility in supplying added 
ultra-violet during depressions by vita- 
mins and man-made electric lamps to 
flatten the economic curve of booms 
and depressions.

Powers’ Paragraphs 

(Continued from Page 2) 

Tho Boston Post lust Monday fea- 
tured an article which was headed — 
"State May Seize Sweeps Winnings." 
According to the article someone had 
called to the attention of Attorney 
General Dever an old law, long for- 
gotten, which permits the State to con- 
fiscate any winnings made In a lot- 
tery, and Mr. Dover was considering 
the enforcement of the old law. It 
Is interesting, if not amusing, to ob- 
serve such zeal on the part of some 
in this Stnte against the pernicious 
Irish sweepstnkes lottery when Massa- 
chusetts Is one of the few States In 
this country which has legalized pari- 
mutuel gambling at horse and dog 
races. Gambling on horse nnd dog 
races in Massachusetts is conducted 
several times each week, day and 
night, for months. The majority of 
the suckers who regularly go to such 
races gamble a minimum of $2 on 
each of eight races at every session 
of tho track which they attend, not 
to mention the "dally double.” They 
get fleeced to a fare-thee-well, and 
many of them hnve stolen money to 
gamble at the race tracks. A num- 
ber of public officials In this State 
have stolen large amounts which they 
have lost on pari-mutuel gambling. 
And we have legalized "beano" in 
Massachusetts which has thousands of 
addicts who go to three nnd four benno 
parties every week. So. it seems hypo- 
critical to have such alleged rlglit- 
ousness directed against the Irish 
sweepstakes that occur only three 
times each yenr. and on which only 
$7.50 can he lost In that time. Why 
swallow the camel of crooked pari- 
mutuel gambling and strain at the 
gnat of an honestly conducted lottery 
unless In the hope that the money 
lost in the lottery might he diverted 
to the coffers of the altruists who 
control the tracks where the horses 
and the dogs race? 


Recently the news came from Wash- 
ington that Congress plans to appro- 
priate $60,000,000 for new public build- 
ings. Not so many years ago such 
a sum would seem staggering, hut with 
billions being appropriated by the 
Federal Government in recent years, 
little attention is given to a mere 
$60,000,000. Among the proposed new 
public buildings nre 60 postofflees in 
Massachusetts. Many of these, accord- 
ing to the plans, will he located In 
small towns and will cost, with the 
land, from $70,000 up. One is pro- 
posed for Chestnut Hill postoffice 
which is now located in this city, and 
which delivers mail both In Newton 
territory and a part of Brookline. Al- 
though It Is one of the smallest post- 
offices in Newton. It is proposed to 
spend $75,000 for a postoffice building 
there. With unnecessarily expensive 
postoffices having been erected in past 
years all over the country, and to he 
erected in tho future, is It to he 
wondered at that taxes are high? 


The proposal of the Newton Safety 
Council to establish a Traffic Bureau 
in the Newton Police Department was 
made with good intent hut it has re- 
sulted In bitterness in the department 
and unpleasant controversy between 
the Mayor and the Board of Aldermen. 
The Traffic Bureau may result In re- 
ducing the number of automobile ac- 
cidents In Newton, in making our 
streets safer. When the Bureau was 
first proposed the writer was asked 
by one of Its proponents — “Don’t you 
believe a Traffic Bureau should he es- 
tablished?” Our reply was, "No! I 
believe the Police Department as a 
whole should he a traffic bureau." For 
years most of the work of the police 
department has been in controlling 
automobile traffic and prosecuting mo- 
torists who violate traffic laws and 
regulations. Sergeant Burke and In- 
spector Hammell have been efficiently 
investigating accidents and prosecut- 
ing motorists criminally liable. They, 
with the assistance of the clerk who 
will be employed in the proposed Traf- 
fic Bureau could compile data, even 
as the proposed Bureau will compile 
it. and the city would save the addi- 
tional expense the new bureau will 
entail.

Refuse to Approve 
Cemetery Permit 

The Newton Board of Health on 
Monday refused to approve the appli- 
cation of the trustees of Holyhood 
and St. Joseph’s Cemeteries for a per- 
mit to use the Esty farm at Oak Hill 
as a burying ground. The land in 

question comprises about 58 acres and P° sea in^Oak Hill is not so situated 
adjoins the West Roxhury line near 
Dedham st. It extends from Dedham 
st. toward the Charles River. Several 
weeks ago the Board of Health held a 
public hearing at City Hall on this 
matter and protests were received 
from the Oak Hill Improvement As- 
sociation and the Brookline Water 
Department. It was alleged that the 
proximity of the proposed cemetery 
to the Charles River might contami- 
nate Newton’s water supply. The 
State Board of Health was consulted 
and sent out engineers to examine the 
proposed cemetery site. In the re- 
port made by the engineers of the 
State Board it was stated that the 
land in question varies from 140 to 96 
feet above Boston City Base and 
some of the area is subject to flooding 
at times of extreme high water in 
the river. The maximum elevation 
the river has reached near the site 
is about 100 feet above Boston City 
Base. 


The State Health Department on 
April 21 of this year informed the 
Health Commissioner of Boston that 
it saw no objection to the use of land 
in West Roxhury. contiguous to the 
land at the Esty farm, for use as a 
cemetery by the Holyhood Associa- 
tion. Dr. Chadwick. State Commis- 
sioner of Public Health also stated 
that his department is of the opinion 
that the land proposed for burial pur- 


that surface water or ground drain- 
age therefrom will have a detrimental 
effect upon the public water supplies 
in this region, and approves the use 
of the site for a cemetery. The State 
Health Department said that some of 
the land is as low or lower than the 
ground water table and therefore un- 
fit for burial purposes. Accordingly, 
the Department recommends that only 
those portions of the land in question 
where the surface of the ground is 
more than 6 feet above the normal 
maximum elevation of the ground 
water, shall he used for burial pur- 
poses. and that no burials shall be 
made in graves containing standing 
water. The approval of the Stnte De- 
partment was made with the under- 
standing that suitable provision be 
made for removal of surface water 
from the area considered. The De- 
partment said it would consider ap- 
proval of other sections of the area 
if they are filled to an elevation to 


City Hall Clerks 
Paid for Day Off 

A controversy which involved four 
city officials and a large number of 
the employees at City Hall was set- 
tled— temporarily at least, last Friday 
when City Treasurer Newlmll, on ad- 
vice of City Solicitor Bartlett paid to 
the employees a day’s pay which had 
been withheld from their wages for 
the preceding week. At the request 
of some of the employees, Mayor 
Childs authorized department heads to 
keep only skeleton forces at work in 
the various offices on Saturday morn- 
ing, May 28, so that the majority of 
the clerks might have the extra time 
off over the week-end and Memorial 
Day. City Comptroller White took the 
stand that he could not authorize the 
payment of salaries for the day of 
May 28th to the clerks and other em- 
ployees who did not work on that day 
because there is no city ordinance 
which authorizes the Mayor to grant 
such a privilege to city employees. Ac- 
cordingly the City Comptroller ap- 
proved the payrolls for the week under 
protest, and this caused City Treas- 
urer NoVhall to deduct the day’s pay 
on Thursday, June 2. The City Treas- 
urer’s office and the City Comptrol- 
ler’s office were not affected because 
these two department heads had all 
their clerks work on May 28. 

Mayor Childs contended that it had 
been the practise for some years to 
grant city hall employees extra time 
off on days when the hall was closed 
because of excessively hot weather and 
when the annual outing of the city 
hall employees was held, and nt other 
times. The matter was referred to 
the City Solicitor and when he re- 
turned from New York last Saturday 
he advised the City Treasurer to pay 
the wages for the day to those from 
whose pay envelopes or pay checks it 
had been deducted. The City Solicitor 
made the ruling that the City Comp- 
troller has the authority to either ap- 
prove or disapprove the payrolls, but 
cannot approve under protest. 

The clerks and employees who were 
not given the day off on May 28th 
expect that they will receive the day 
off on Saturday. June 18. Some weeks 
ago some of the city hall employees 
started to agitate for the closing of 
City Hall on Saturdays during the 
summer months, but the movement was 
abandoned.

The Newton Health Board In re- 
fusing to approve the permit based 
its action on Chapter 114 of the State 
Laws which specifies that no land 
shnll be used for burial purposes 
from which surface or ground water 
may drain Into n stream or pond used 
for water supply unless plans thereof 
have been submitted to — and approved 
by— the State Health Department, and 
that inasmuch as the petition from 
St. Joseph’s Cemetey trustees Includ- 
ed all of the Esty land, embracing 
some that is unfitted for cemetery 
purposes, the Newton Henlth Board, 
treating the petition as a whole, re- 
fused to grant It. Section 36 of Chap- 
ter 114 gives petitioners the right 
to appeal to the State Board from 
adverse decisions, so the applicants 
may ask the State Department to 
approve the permit for such parts 
of the land as are above the pre- 
scribed level.

the opening meeting, and that drive 
went over the top splendidly, rais- 
ing $1,600,000. although $750,000 was 
thought by many to be the limit 
which could be expected. 

Frank L. Richardson, president of 
the hospital. Leon B. Rogers and Ed- 
ward .T. Frost, trustees, were the 
principal speakers at the opening 
meeting, at which the mechanics of 
the campaign was of primary Impor- 
tance. Final Instructions weVe given 
the workers, who werp told of the 
necessity for the new nurses’ dormi- 
tory and school of nursing if the hos- 
pital is to retain its standing. 

The first report dinner. Thursday 
evening. June 9. also held In the 
Weeks Junior High School gymna- 
sium. with Mr. Frost presiding In the 
absence of General Chairman Nichols, 
attracted an even greater attendance. 
The second report meeting Is sched- 
uled next Monday evening. June 13 
and the final report dinner on Wed 
nesday evening. June 15. also at the 
Weeks’ School. 

The procedure at the first report 
dinner was for each of the team cap- 
tains to report the number of team 
workers present and the amount of 
pledges already received. Totals for 
Wellesley, which has set a quota of 
$40,000 and each of the Newton vil- 
lages were then announced. 

Quota totals, including special gifts 
cards and regular cards, have been 
set for the Newton villages as fol- 
lows: Auburndale, $22,522.40: Chest- 
nut Hill. $25,000; Newton. $56,067.26: 
Newton Centre. $37,050.35: Newton 
Highlands. $16,692.75: Newton Lower 
Falls. $2,542.93; Newton Upper Falls, 
$1,521.48: Newtonville. $31,191.11: Oak 
Hill. $7,846.95: Waban. $28,705.89: 
Waban Hill. $4,889.48: West Newton. 
$67,790.74: with miscellaneous gifts 
making up the balance needed to at- 
tain the objective of $350,000. 

It was pointed out that the stand- 
ard of giving on a capital fund cam- 
paign such as this is different than for 
a Community Chest. Pledges are pay- 
able over two years instead of one. It 
is estimated that there are 1000 spe- 
cial gift cards. These should average 
$200 apiece, thereby totalling $200.. 
000 . 

It Is anticipated that there will be 
6,000 regular team cards signed. Thus, 
in order to make up the additional 
$150,000 required, these cards must 
average $30 apiece, or $15 per year. 

In order to hold up to the average, 
each of 125 teams will need to turn 
In a minimum of 40 cards during the 
campaign, averaging $30 apiece, or a 
total of $1200 per team. 

Up to noon. Thursdny. June 9. reser- 
vations for memorial gifts had reached 
a total of $77,540. The special gifts 
committee for Newton Highlands an- 
nounced Its quota nchieved before the 
opening day of the campaign, and 
anticipated raising substantially more. 

In the erection of the new dormi- 
tory for Newton nurses, gifts of spe- 
cial designation will he permanently 
identified with the names of the don- 
ors. as well as with those of friends 
In honor of whom the gift is being 
made by individuals, by several mem- 
bers of a family together, by societies, 
clubs, church organizations and others. 
Memorial suggestions range from 
plaques at $120 to the graduate nurses 
social room at $25,000. 

Mr. Richardson, chairman of special 
gifts, points out that the prices fixed

A CHALLENGE TO MEET 

The campaign for funds for a new nurses’ home and other 
improved facilities for the training of student nurses at the 
Newton Hospital opened this week. The need for the im- 
provement is more than obvious. Unless more adequate fa- 
cilities for this work are provided the Newton Hospital is in 
grave danger of losing its rating. Such a condition can be 
permitted to continue no longer. 

The campaign has opened with enthusiasm and with de- 
termination to achieve the goal of three hundred and fifty 
thousands of dollars. Residents of Newton and Wellesley are 
awake to the challenge. Many large, beneficent gifts have 
already been made, but, as in many other cases, it is not the 
largest gifts that count the most. By and large it is the smaller 
gifts and pledges which make up the major part of the total 
of any successful campaign for funds of similar character. 

There is hardly a family in Newton that sometime or other 
has not had occasion to use the facilities of some hospital. The 
Newton hospital stands high. With approximately fifteen 
thousands of residences in the city, if every family were to 
pledge the small amount of ten dollars, which can be spread 
over two years in payment, the total would be nearly one- 
half raised. With Wellesley’s contribution and the special gifts 
the goal would soon be reached. And ten dollars would mean 
the slight sum of ten cents per week. Once again we are con- 
fident that Newton will not fail.

55 YEARS AGO 


Newton Graphic, June 9, 1883 

The Railroad Commissioners in 
their report relating to the petition of 
citizens of Newton who asked that 
packages might be carried In the bag- 
gage cars of the Boston & Albany 
railroad free of charge have substan- 
tially recommended all that was re- 
quested. While the commissioners 
have no power to enforce the request, 
they hope the B. & A. will revise its 
regulations so as to avoid the impo- 
sitions of which there has been just 
reason to complain. 


The Common Council met on Monday 
night to hear the opinions of the 
School Committee nnd citizens of Au- 
burndale on the perplexing question 
regarding the new school house there. 
The citizens stated that they were 
unanimous for an 8-room school and 
for the Hancock st. location. They 
want a good school and a good site and 
are willing to pay part of the cost if 
the city cannot afford it all. Mr. 
Ames for the School Committee sub- 
mitted a plan for an 8-room school 
to cost $22,000 plus the sum realized 
from the sale of the Williams School. 
The Common Council adopted an order 
on motion of Councilman Powers ap- 
propriating $500 for plans. 

When the order reached the Board 
of Aldermen that night. Alderman 
Cobb raised a vigorous objection. He 
said there is no use spending $500 for 
plans when they can be obtained 
without expense as were those for the 
4-room school. He objected to 
spending money for plans when we 
don’t know whether we will build an 
8-room school or not. The School 
Committee, he said, don’t want an 8- 
room school, but yielded to pressure 
from Auburndnle. Alderman Wood 
said there is a craze for 8-room schools, 
but he does not believe in having a 
building to accommodate both primary 
and grammar classes. The worst in- 
fluences to younger children come from 
the older boys. Two 4-room buildings 
can be run as cheaply as one 8-room 
building. After more discussion the 
Aldermen decided they should have 
more enlightenment on the subject, so 
they voted to adjourn for a week and 
invite the School Committee to come 
and confer with them. 


The third track on the Boston & 
Albany railroad lias now been laid to 
West Newton, and sidings have been 
laid into the coal yard at the foot of 
Mount Ida. The rock blasting near 
the fire engine house at Newtonville 
is nearly done, and grading for the 
fourth track is being rushed along be- 
tween Brighton and Newton. 

The Newton Bicycle Club has invi- 
ted the wheelmen of Boston and vi- 
cinity to participate in the antique and 
horribles parade on the morning of 
July 4th. The start will be made at 
6:30 a. m. from Eliot Hall, Newton, 
and the route will be about 8 miles 
long, over some of the finest roads in 
the city. After the parade a collation 
will be served at Eliot Hall.

He says that thej 
noise of the speeding vehicles Is such j 
a nuisance that he departs early for 
his summer residence, and that al-! 
though he has complained to the 
police, speeding along Washington st. ! 
continues unabated. 

For years we persistently advocated 
the restoration of the motorcycle po-l 
lice squad in the Newton police de- 
partment and that one motorcycle off- 
icer be assigned solely to Washington 
st., both on day and ninght shifts be- 
cause of the frequency of fatal and 
serious accidents on that street and 
the large number of pedestrians cross- 
ing it. The motorcycle squad was re- 
established last year and eight men as- 
signed to it. But Washington st. has 
not had the regular traffic patrolling 
we had hoped for, and the speeding l 
continues on it. Until officers regular-! 
ly patrol this street on motorcycles, I 
or traps are frequently used to catch 
the speeders, the speeding will con- 
tinue. The State traffic laws compel 
the retention of the "Through Way” 
sign at the Newton-Brighton line, but ■ 
another sign should be placed there to ' 
discourage speeding. This sign should ' 
read — “Road Patrolled.” 


The horrible slaughter of helpless 
Chinese men, women and little chil- 
dren by Japanese aviators continues 
with increased frightfulness. Organi- 
zations nnd individuals all over the 
United States are protesting, but their 
protests are not bothering the Japs. , 
If those who profess indignation at the i 
butchery of the Nipponese are really 
sincere, they can very effectively bring! 
the fiendish militarists of Japan to j 
their senses by co-operating in a con-[ 
tinned boycott of Japanese products. 
The principal export of Japan to this 
country is silk. It is used mostly in 
the manufacture of silk stockings. So, 
it is up to the women and girls of 
the U. S. A. to wage the economic cam-! 
paign against Japan. If the bombing' 
of cities in China and Spain is tol- 1 


erated. it means that in the future this 
method of attempting to win wars by 
blnstlng cities and their inhabitants 
to fragments will sprend all over the 
world— Including this country. 

For years we have been rending and 
hearing of the rapidly increasing econ- 
omic plight of the railronds of this 
country. The financial troubles of 
the rnilronds affect many millions of 
people. Snvings banks nnd life in- 
surance companies nil over the U. S. 
A. have been heavy Investors in rail- 
road bonds. Bankruptcy of the rail- 
roads would affect the savings and 
stability of Insurance policies. It has 
been predicted for a long time that 
the Federal government will have to 
take over the ownership of the rail- 
roads. In view of these facts how 
can the President and others sanely 
advocate the St. Lawrence River pro- 
gram? They would make the big river 
navigable for ocean steamships, the 
products of the midwest would he 
transported in foreign steamships 
from Great Lake ports, and our nearly 
bankrupt railroads would lose much 
of the diminished business which re- 
mains to them. The St. Lawrence 
River progrnm would be a great bene- 
fit to Canndn, and a terrific blow to 
railroads and seaports of this country. 

One of the popular activities of the 
| day is — the denunciation of Commun- 
ism and the urge to arouse this coun- 
try against the alleged menace of radi- 
calism. Some of those who nre com- 
batting the doctrine of Communism 
nre sincere, but when we rend the 
names of some of those who denounce 
the "reds.” who prate about patriot- 
ism and love for American doctrines, 
we have to sneer.

These pseudo-patriots 
are not only shadow boxing the 
“reds”; they are also dragging a “red 
herring” across their own malodorous 
trails.

Newton Building 
Report for May 

During the month of May 84 per- 
mits were issued by the Newton Pub- 
lic Buildings Department, the cost of 
the work to be done under these per- 
mits were estimated at $441,885. But 
one of the permits was for the new 
school nt West Newton, which will 
cost $265,250. leaving the cost of the 
private building projects at $186,635. 
Among the permits were 19 for one- 
family dwellings to cost $144,500; 1 
for a two-family house to cost $6000. 
Alterations on buildings were estima- 
ted to cost $24,955. The cost of build- 
ing activities in Newton for the first 
5 months of 1938 was estimated at $1.- 
243,650. For the corresponding months 
in 1937 the cost was $1,757,910; in

Change in Lights 
At W. Newton Sq. 

The traffic lights at West Newton 
square are to be changed to correct ex- 
isting deficiencies.

A Variety of 
Happenings at 
Swampscott 

Seldom has Convention Hall at 
Swampscott. been more attractive for 
the Annual Meeting of the State Fed- 
eration than it was this year. Red, 
white, and blue were conspicuous, and 
the setting of the stage with a back 
ground of green and an abundance of 
flowers, contributed to enjoyment of 
its appearance. Wednesday evening, 
Governor’s Night, evening gowns of 
the clubwomen, too, added a colorful 
and beautiful note. 

This evening was, of course, a high- 
light of the Convention for social 
events was the Reception In the Ball 
Room of the New Ocean house. This 
followed the evening session In Con- 
vention Hall Wednesday, May 25th 
Governor Charles F. Hurley, who was 
scheduled to speak and bring greet- 
ings from the Commonwealth to the 
3000 women who filled every available 
place in the hall, did not arrive until 
after the assembly had gone to the 
Now Ocean House. There the club 
presidents and district directors were 
formed In long rows in the foyer of 
the hotel, their evening gowns adding 
a picturesque note to the affair. 

Gov. and Mrs. Hurley stood in the 
reception line with Mrs. John H. Kim- 
ball. president, and all the past presi- 
dents and officers, greeting the club- 
women, who represented clubs from 
all over the State. 

The speaker for the preceding ses- 
sion was Dr. Ruth Alexander. Chicago 
economist, on the topic "Shall Man 
or State Survive?” 

“Democracy.” she said, "stands or 
falls with capitalism, and the mo- 
ment that the freedom of enterprise 
is abolished, automatically all other 
forms of freedom are given up, such 
ns freedom of speech, assembly, free 
press and religious worship.” She also 
pointed out that “if the individual is 
dependent on the State for his in- 
come, either directly nr indirectly, his 
independence has vanished.” “All so- 
cial dictatorships today, are tragic 
testimony to the inseparable connec- 
tion between freedom of enterprise 
and freedom of thought, and "Capi- 
talism means freedom of enterprise 
and democracy means freedom of 
thought.” she declared. 

Prof. Mary Ellen Chase, of Smith 
College, the Wednesday afternoon 
speaker, charmed and thrilled her au- 
dience with her talk on the “Larger 
Life in Books.” 

She gave the club women an Insight 
to the secrets of reading novels so as 
to get the best out of them. She 
urged them to choose those novels 
which deal with character, and said 
that an author never chose a person 
from real life as a character, but rath- 
er selected different qualities and 
characteristics and moulds them just 
as “one would make a cake,” t she 
said. 

She urged her audience, who list- 
ened spellbound, to discard the litera- 
ture “you find at the beauty shop or 
the dentist’s.” 

During the three days there were 
several addresses of keen interest, 
presenting problems that clubwomen 
are seeking to become informed up- 
on. and given by vigorous speakers. 
One of the speakers in whom they 
were unusually interested personally 
was Ruth Bryan Rohde, and her de- 
scription of “Co-operatives in Den- 
mark” was not only notable for value 
and information, hut her presentation 
held her audience for her keen humor. 
Mrs. Rohde declared that Co-opera- 
tives in Denmark had been brought 
to such a pitch of efficiency that a sin- 
gle bad egg on a breakfast table could 
probably he traced to the guilty hen 
in Denmark. 

The clubwomen journeyed to a cer- 
tain farm in the Danish countryside 
where Mrs. Rohde first learned what 
it means to he a co-operative farmer 
in the smallest of Scandinavian coun- 
tries. 

In the company of Mrs. Rohde’s 
small daughter they ran to see the 
cleanest pigs they had ever seen— 
ure white pigs couched on white straw 
in a whitewashed pen. No, this was 
not an exceptional farm, the owner of 
the pigs explained. All farmers who 
are allowed to put the mark of the co- 
operative on their product maintain the 
same methods and standards of pro- 
duction. Yes. all Danish pigs have the 
same social background. 

From one to another of the activi- 
ties of the farm, the system of co-op- 
eratives grew, and then they branched 
into various consumer activities, and 
onward into co-operative housing and 
co-operative loan associations — all with 
high motives of honesty and value. 

That Ruth Bryan Rohde thoroughly 
approved of the Co-operative System 
in force in Denmark was evident in 
her entire address, but she made it 
most explicit in her final remarks. She 
stated that public health conditions 
have improved under this co-operative 
system, und the middle class of peo- 
ple have especially been benefited. In- 
surance health protection is provided 
for everyone and If a person’s income 
is below the average there is provi- 
sion made. The fear of old age and of 
long illnesses is wiped out because of 
the co-operative .health insurance pro- 
grani. Insurance protection for long 
invalidism is at the rate of $2.60 a 
year. 

The people of Denmark are hoping 
that the rest of the world will catch 
a vision and apply to national prob- 
lems, tlie same technique which they 
lmvo applied to tlieir affairs, because 
they believe that by standing together 
all problems can he solved,” she ended. 

Another enlivening discourse was 
that of Prof. Henry C. McConms, of 
Joints Hopkins University, wito ex- 
plained ••Personality, As the Impres- 
sion We Make Upon Others.” His

Head of Scientists 

BOSTON. Mass., June 6— A warn- 
ing to nations “whose governments 
have been conceived largely in selfish 
ambition and brought forth by human 
force” was issued here today at the 
Annual Meeting of The First Church 
of Christ. Scientist. The Mother 
Church, by The Christian Science 
Board of Directors who declared the 
lessons of history show such govern- 
ing bodies to be "of few days and 
full of trouble.” 

Election of Ralph Hastings Knapp. 
C.S.. of Needham. Mass., as Presi- 
dent of The Mother Church was an- 
nounced. He succeeds Judge Clif- 
ford P. Smith of Newton. Massachu- 
setts. Edward L. Ripley of Brookline 
and Ezra W. Palmer of Marshfield 
were re-elected Treasurer and Clerk 
of the Church respectively. 

Mr. Knapp is a son of Ira O. Knapp 
and Flavia S. Knapp, two of the 12 
called upon by Mrs. Eddy to reorgan- 
ize the Christian Science Church in 
September. 1892. When a young boy, 
Mr. Knapp and his mother were healed 
in Christian Science and through this 
healing the entire family became in- 
terested. He has served First Church 
of Christ. Scientist. 1 Needham. Mass., 
as reader, director and president. He 
is on the teaching faculty of Mechanic 
Arts (Technical) High School in Bos- 
ton. 

Directors’ Report 

Mr. Palmer, reading the statement 
from the Directors, reported that The 
Mother Church has grown substantially 
in numbers during the past year; is 
united, harmonious, and without debt. 

The Directors further called the at- 
tention of Christian Scientists to the 
responsibility they have in respect 
to upholding such fundamental issues 
of life as cultivation of good will and 
preservation of a system of govern- 
ment protecting the civil rights of 
its people and ensuring to them free- 
dom of speech, of the press, and of 
religious worship. 

Mr. Knapp as incoming President 
expressed the need for spiritualizing 
consciousness. “The way of accom- 
plishment," he said, "is through re- 
newed consecration: a greater purifi- 
cation of sense and ~**lf : more love 
for God and humanity.” 

Judge Smith, retiring President, re- 
lated several Incidents of healing in 
which Mrs. Eddy’s work as a practi- 
tioner of Christian Science was demon- 
strated. 

The Trustees Under the Will of 
Mary Baker Eddy reported assisting 
many branches of The Mother Church j 
in acquiring their own church build- 
ings.

Manager of The 
Christian Science Publishing Society, 
stated that the Trustees seek every 
opportunity to emphasize the fact that 
true progress in our publishing activi- 
iplrltual unfoidment rather than 
material gain.

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Dr. James G. Gilkey’s Address 

To High School Senior Class 

Thunder Showers and Failure of Amplifying Equipment Inter, 
rupts Sunday Evening Exercises 


Editor’s Note — The complete address 
of Dr. James G. Gilkey, chief speaker 
at the high school graduation exer- 
cises is printed below. Due to thun- 
der showers and an accompanying fail- 
ure in the electrical equipment Dr.

falling in torrents, and though it was 
pitch dark everywhere, Ford and ills 

One morning some sixty-five years 
ago two small boys were standing in 
a farm-yard near the town of Dear- 
born. Michigan. One of the boys was 
holding in his hnnd an old watch 
which his grandfather had given him, 
and which had long since stopped. The 
other boy was saying eagerly. “Let me 
take it apart! I know I can fix it for 
you.” Eventually the first boy con- 
sented and then both boys started for 
a nearby barn. There, a few mo- 
ments later, the parts of the watch 
lay in bewildering array on the floor, 
and the volunteer watch-maker began 
trying to put them together. For sev- 
eral hours he worked patiently: then 
unexpectedly his parents appeared in 
the doorway. They had been search- 
ing everywhere for him. and now they 
insisted on dragging him home. "Why 
won’t you let me stay here?” the little 
hoy cried angrily. “I know I can fix 
that watch if you leave me alone.” 
That boy’s name was Henry Ford, and 
even at that early age a mechanism of 
any type fascinated him. 

When young Ford was sixteen he 
left his father’s farm and located a 
jol) in a machine-shop in the nearby 
town of Detroit. There he worked 
from seven in the morning till six at 
night, and there he was paid $2.50 
per week. The problem of living on 
such a small income soon proved in- 
soluble. and Ford resolved to locate 
a second job and manage them both. 
He went to a local. Jeweller and of- 
fered to work evenings as a watch- 
repairer. After some hesitation the 
jeweller agreed to use him from seven 
to eleven every night, and pay him $2 
per week. So Henry Ford aged six- 
teen. settled down to a daily schedule 
which began at 7 a. m. and ended at 
11 p. m.. which gave him only Sun- 
days for vacation, and which brought 
him a total income of $4.50 per week. 
Who looking at that underprivileged 
and overworked boy. would have 
dreamed what lay ahead? 

One day when Ford was In his twen- 
ties he happened to see a magazine 
article about a French inventor named 
Levassor who had recently built a 
"horseless carriage.” Ford read the 
article again and again, and then a 
brave dream took shape in his mind. 
He would build a horseless carriage, 
make it run on the streets of Detroit! | 
He had learned to repair watches and ( 
operate steam-engines: why could he 
not teach himself to build a gasoline 
engine? The story of Ford’s struggle 
to realize this new ambition almost 
passes belief. At that time he was 
working twelve hours a day as chief 
engineer of t he Detroit Edison Illu- 
minating Works, and the only free 
time he had was in the evening. He 
had fitted up the barn behind his house 
as a workshop, and there for nearly 
three years he worked night after 
night. Then one day. at three o’clock 
in the morning, he hurried from the 
barn to the house, waked his young 
wife, and told her the horseless car- 
riage was done. Though the rain was 


wife pushed that new vehicle out of 
tlie barn and into the street. Then 
the young inventor started the en- 
gine. It puffed and spluttered and 
jerked, but the horseless carriage ac- 
tually moved — moved up and down 
that dark, rainy street. Henry Ford 
had brought his dream true. 

One day in 1893. when Ford was 
just thirty years of age. he drove his 
j car for the first time on the crowded 
streets of Detroit. Here is a descrip- 
tion of that memorable scene. "No 
circus ever attracted more attention 
Some people laughed uproariously 
when they saw the new vehicle. Other 
people were furious. The car was 
frightening the horses, it was causing 
a commotion, it was blocking traffic, 
Furthermore if Ford left the car. a 
crowd immediately surrounded it, and 
then invariably someone tried to start 
the engine. That meant the car might 
get loose and run away. Eventually 
Ford made it a practice to carry a 
padlock and chain whenever he went 
out in his new vehicle. Then, when 
he left the car, he could padlock it to 
a lamp-post or a telegraph-pole. The 
police objected to all this disturbance 
and so Ford was obliged to secure 
from the mayor of Detroit a special 
license permitting him to operate the 
vehicle In the streets. That was the 
first automobile license ever issued in 
the United States.” 

Look back now to those strange 
days in 1893, when Henry Ford was 
thirty years of age. What did life 
offer him? Life offered him (though 
he did not realize it at the time) the 
chance to win an amazing amount of 
personal success. He was destined 
to become the richest man on earth, 
to be the greatest industrialist of all 
time, to create a new way-of-living 
which would revolutionize life for 
millions of human beings. By 1922, 
less than thirty years after Ford was 
padlocking his first car to lamp-posts 
in Detroit, his factories were produc- 
ing more than 1,250.000 cars per year, 
and Ford’s personal profits had reached 
the incredible total of $400,000 per 
day. That was the wealth life of- 
fered Henry Ford, but did life offer 
that wealth to all the young people 
of his generation? Here is an analy- 
sis of the Federal Income Tax returns 
Tor 1916. At that time Henry Ford 
was in his prime, and was rapidly 
accumulating millions. But how many 
members of his generation were earn- 
ing even $3,000 per year? 

Only 1 lawyer in every 5 

Only 1 engineer in every 9 

Only 1 doctor in every 14 

Only 1 salesman in every 22 

Only 1 minister in every 80 

Only 1 school-teacher in every 200 

Only 1 farmer in every 400 

Life does not give everyone amazing 
personal success. 

Now all this indicates what life 
will probably do for your generation. 
To a few of your contemporaries life 
will probably give what it gave Henry 
Ford — the chance to accumulate vast 
wealth, exercise enormous influence, 
change the very conditions of human 
existence. But meantime most of the 
members of your generation like most 
of the members of Ford’s generation, 
will have an entirely different experi- 
ence. Most of your contemporaries 
will not be rich, will not be famous, 
will not bring far-reaching changes 
into life. Most of them will live in 
little homes and little communities, 
most of them will have dull jobs and 
small salaries, and most of them will 
attract little attention during life and 
at death. The traditional story of

Workers Strike 


About 100 f?mpIoyees of the Security 
fMills at Monroe st., Newtonville, went 
K on strike on Monday morning In pro 
test against proposed cuts in their 
wageH. Both men and women em- 
ployees were Involved. Last year em 
ployees of the company went on strike 
both to obtain increased wages and 
recognition of their union, an affiliate 
of the Textile Workers of the C. I. O. 
Tiie company made an agreement witli 
tlie employees at that time, the union 
was recognized, and a wage agree- 
ment was settled on. which was to 
last until May 31 of this year. Last 
week, according to union representa- 
tives the company announced that a 
pay cut would be put into operation 
on June 13 and that the reductions 
would range from 5 to 22 per cent, 
with the majority of workers receiv- 
ing from 11 to 17 per cent cuts. The 
strikers started a quiet picketing of 
the plant which manufactures knitted 
goods. They stated (hat the State 
Board of Arbitration had been asked 
to hold a hearing on the difference 
between the company and the em- 
ployees. The hearing was held at 
the State House on Tuesday and was 
resumed on Wednesday. Philip Ruben- 
stein, treasurer of the Security Mills 
stated that the employees have asked 
for salary increases and other unrea- 
sonable requests. It is also said that 
the union seeks a closed shop and 
time and a half for overtime.

A PARTIAL ANSWER 

The bond issue proposed by Governor Hurley would set a 
new high mark in state expenditures if it were authorized by 
the legislature. The request for an issue of twenty-three mil- 
lions of dollars will and should be denied, although it is con- 
ceivable in the light of past events that some funds will be 
provided for welfare or unemployment. Sooner or later the 
time is coming when political office holders will awake to the 
realization that continual borrowing in anticipation of the fu- 
ture is unsound and unwise.

The Massachusetts Safety Council 
has sent to the Newton Safety Council 
the following report on the special 
study that has been made of the trend 
of bicycle accidents in Massachusetts: 

"Since the first of the year eight bi- 
cycle riders have been killed in Mass- 
achusetts. and several hundred in- 
jured. The record last year was 21 
killed and 1311 injured, and it is very 
important that a state-wide effort be 
made to improve the conditions under 
which bicycles are being ridden. Three 
of the eight fatalities that have oc- 
curred this year were caused by two 
children riding on one bicycle. A check 
up last week by the Massachusetts 
Safety Council noted 50 instances in 
which a second child was riding on 
the handlebars. The registrar of mo- 
tor vehicles in a public statement last 
week said, The only way to stop these 
handlebar deaths is for parents to take 
bicycles away from boys and girls who 
still persist in the practice.’ 

"It is evident that the problem must 
be handled largely from the home, but 
we urge local councils to request the 
police to ktop all riders where a second 
person is on the handlebars, and in- 
form the owner of the w'heel of these 
recent fatal accidents. 

"The Council desires to call atten- 
tion to the fact that it is not children 
alone involved in bicycle accidents. 
One of the persons killed was a bicycle 
rider 56 years old. another was 47 
years of age. and a third was 23 years 
old. run down by a motorist making a 
fast left turn. 

“It is interesting to note that in the 
city of Boston during the past two 
months, while 10 bicycle riders have 
been injured, in the same period 15 
children have been struck down while 
playing in the streets. In the sum to- 
tal of highway accidents, the bicycle 
accounts for only about 3 per cent, but 
because of the increasing use of bicy- 
cles the hazard is one that must be 
included in all local safety campaigns 
during the coming months."

You do not have 
to own a million dollars in order to 
have interesting ideas. You do not 
have to live on Manhattan Island in 
order to be fascinating company for 
yourself. Even if you have to econo- 
mize every day and work overtime 
every night, you can build a glorious 
mental life and thrill year by year 
to its splendor. You say life offers 
your generation nothing now that 
million-dollar fortunes are few and 
far between? Nonsense! Life still 
offers you one of its most glorious 
gifts. Life still gives you the chance 
to win deep and abiding inward satis- 
factions. 

A generation ago a boy graduated 
at Harvard College with hopes and 
expectations quite as gay as yours. 
But life treated him as life treats 
most people, and when he returned lo 
Cambridge in 1936 for his twenty-fifth 
reunion he gave this account of his 
career. "I realize I am not what 
the world calls a successful man. Dur- 
ing the twenty-five years since we left 
college I have suffered two serious 
misfortunes. I’ve been run over twice 
by automobiles. I’ve had to spend 
three years in bed. and even now I 
am partially paralyzed. T can’t leave 
my children very much money, hut 
I do expect to leave them what my 
father and grandfather left me — a 
fine name, a decent reputation in the 
community, and a whole world in 
which to make their way. For me life 
has been strange and shadowed, and 
yet I’ve had a grand time living. ' 
Poor, unknown, unsuccessful, half- 
paralyzed . . . and yet that man 
has had a "grand time living." He 
has found the inward satisfactions 
which life offers us all. 

The second thing which life is now 
offering your generation is less obvi- 
ous. but even more significant. Life 
is offering you a unique chance to 
strengthen and perpetuate the finer 
elements in our American culture. 
One of the strange things evident 
in this country today is the contrast 
between the fine and the cheap, the 
noble and the vulgar. Look at the 
newsstands which line our streets. 
There you find some magazines and 
journals which are superb in every 
way — in the printing, the editing, the 
stating of significant ideas. Yet on 
those same newsstands you see other 
magazines and journals which make 
a clean-minded American hang his 
head in shame. The same contrast ap- 
pears in American homes. Some 
homes today disclose the very fin- 
est thing in American culture — the 
ideal of hard work and self-reliance, 
the practice of self-control and con- 
siderateness. the effort to train chil- 
dren for tolerant and Intelligent citi- 
zenship. Yet there are other homes, 
sometimes in the same block or even 
the same apartment, where all these 
ideals are flouted. The same contrast 
also emerges in our communities. 
Some of our cities show standards 
of business honesty and political in- 
tegrity of which all of us may well 
be proud. But of other cities the 
less said the better. What is the 
secret struggle now going on beneath 
the surface of American life? It is 
a struggle between the best in our 
American culture and the worst. Dur- 
ing the last ten years that struggle 
seems to have grown more acute as, in 
many areas of our national life, the 
forces for evil have grown perceptibly 
stronger. Your generation Is the gen- 
eration that will determine whether 
the finer elements in our American 
tradition will be perpetuated, or wheth- 
er they will grow weaker and weaker 
and finally become relatively insignifi- 
cant factors in an essentially vulgar 
and stupid nulionul life. You say 
that life offers you nothing because 
big incomes und spectacular oppor 
(unities are now fewer thun they were 


a deende ago? But why must you 
think only in term? of private suc- 
cess? Can you not realize that there 
are opportunities in giving as well 
as in getting? 

Some of you may have read Michael 
Foster's current novel "The American 
Drenm." Toward the end of the book 
I find a paragraph of extraordinary 
beauty. "At first Shelby said to him- 
self that the American dream had been 
completely lost— befouled by the grab- 
bers. peddled way by the shout ers in 
the streets and the politicians in dirty 
marble corridors. But then Shelby 
realized that the American drenm is 
still living, and will always live. It 
is living in little lamplit houses along 
quiet streets, in the homes of a thou- 
sand humble people of whom the 
world never reads. And the American 
dream will live forever because it 
is more thnn the Americnn dream. It 
is the old, old dream of nil human- 
ity— the dream that sometime and 
somewhere men will at last lenrn to 
live nobly and treat each other fairly, 
that they will finally climb above the 
old self and the old society and stand 
in a new world with the starlight fall- 
ing in splendor on their shoulders." 
Thnt is the American dream, human- 
ity’s dream. And your generation has 
a unique chance to bring that brave 
dream true. 

The other thing life Is now offering 
your generation is still less obvious 
and still more important. You have 
the chance to find the nnswer to two 
problems which my generation has 
been unable to solve. You now only 
have the chance to find these answers, 
you have the solemn responsibility of 
finding the answers — and finding them 
quickly. The first problem to vrhich 
you must find the answer is of course 
the problem of creating a satisfactory 
economic system in the United States. 
Recently William Allen White, the 
veteran editor in Kansas, published a 
brief paragraph which all of us would 
do well to ponder deeply. "The obsta- 
cle to economic recovery is not fear 
of one man. Even if Roosevelt and 
Hitler. Mussolini and Stalin, were all 
to die within a month, the obstacle to 
recovery wrould still remain. Millions 
of people the world over feel that our 
present system for the distribution of 
wealth is imperfect. These millions 
of people will continue to agitate for 
a larger share of the gross product of 
our modern machines. In Europe the 
discontented masses have turned to 
dictators, but the dictators will soon 
pass. In this country the ‘forgotten 
man’ has turned to Roosevelt, but 
Roosevelt too is temporary. Yet in 
both Europe and America the dyna- 
mite of discontent remains and will 
remain. Until human wisdom finds a 
way to give exceptional rewards to ex- 
ceptional men, and at the same time 
maintain a high standard of living for 
all common men, there can be no per- 
manent peace." In our saner moments 
all of us know that those words are 
true. There cannot be permanent peace 
when the same moment discloses one 
mnn with net profits of $400,000 per 
day and millions of his contempora- 
ries struggling along on $3,000 per 
year — or less. Has anyone yet found 
the answer to this problem? I do 
not think anyone has. Certainly the 
dictators in Europe have not found 
an answer. They are hurrying their 
people onward toward war. Certainly 
Mr. Roosevelt’s solution of the prob- 
lem leaves much to be desired. Who 
will find the answer to this problem? 
Your generation must find the answer. 
There is the opportunity, there is the 
responsibility, which life is bringing 
you. 

The other problem your generation 
must solve is equally obvious. It is 
the problem of formulating a satisfac- 
tory foreign policy for the United 
States when the next European war 
breaks out. At the present time two 
policies are being suggested, and your 
generation will — apparently — be 
obliged to choose between them. The 
first, policy advocates quick and vigor- 
ous cooperation with the embattled 
democracies of Europe when the great 
conflict finally starts. The claim is 
made that if the United States joins 
forces with England. France and their 
allies, that the swift advance of Fas- 
cism can be halted and democratic 
covernment preserved. The second of 
the two policies now suggested is 
diametrically opposed to the first. Ac- 
cording to the second policy, this 
country should try — and try in every 
possible way — to remain aloof from 
the impending European struggle. 
We should seek to create here in 
the western hemisphere a self-suffi- 
cient economic unit, and make the per- 
sonal sacrifices which such an effort 
entails. Then, even if Europe is 
wrecked by the Second World War. life 
can go on in the new world between 
the two great oceans. Each of these 
policies has its good points, each its 
bad points. Neither policy is wholly 
satisfactory. Yet — apparently a 
choice must he made between them. 
On that choice the course of Amer- 
ica’s future depends. Who will make 
that choice? The Americans who are 
voting twenty, ten, perhaps, only five 
years from now. 

How shall I end this address? As I 
have worked day after day over these 
paragraphs, a strange text from the 
Bible has flashed repeatedly into my 
mind. "Behold I have set before thee 
an open door, which no man can shut." 
An open door . . . maybe not to great 
personal success, but surely to abiding 
inward satisfactions and to solemn 
civic responsibilities.

A goodly number is expected to join 
with the Newton Natural History So- 
ciety at their field day tomorrow. The 
party will leave Newton at 2 p. m. in 
barges for Atiburndale via Newton 
Centre, Highlands and the water works 
at Upper Falls. At Auburndale the 
company will gather on Ex-Mayor 
Fowle’s grounds and listen to a paper 
on mushrooms and toadstools by Capt. 
J. A. Palmer of Boston. 


Two horses owned by William H. Ma- 
gue of West Newton died within the 
past few days. 


General John L. Swift opens the 
campaign on "Temperance” on the 
grounds of the Newton National Bank 
on the first Sunday of July. 


A correspondent of the Boston Her- 
ald gives an elaborate review for the 
advantages of Newton as a place of 
residence. The writer alludes to the 
healthfulness of the city, its excel- 
lent water supply, good schools, rail- 
road facilities and the prospect of a 
magnificent natural park at Bullough’s 
Pond. To several of his statements 
we are obliged to take exceptions. He 
says — "The drainage system will not 
be a serious factor for a long time, 
and when it becomes so can be eas- 
ily perfected.” On the contrary — the 
utter lack of drainage is the most 
serious want in Newton today, and 
one which will soon require a heavy 
outlay to meet. In the more thickly 
settled parts of the city the soil is 
permeated with sewage matter, and the 
speedy adoption of drainage is an ab- 
solute necessity. There is no need 
of contradicting the latter part of 
his letter — "that Newton is soon des- 
tined to become part of Boston." New- 
ton would have everything to lose and 
nothing to gain from annexation, and 
our best citizens would be a unit in 
opposing such a scheme. 


A conference of the School Com- 
mittee and the Common Council was 
held on Monday evening on the school 
house question. Miss Smead. for the 
Newtonville committee read a report 
favoring a new 8 room school in Nonan- 
tum near the Jackson School. She 
said the latter building is in a hope- 
lessly bad state and money spent on 
it would be thrown away. Councilman 
Mitchell hoped the matter would bo 
hurried up as much sickness is caused 
by the wretched state of the Jackson 
School. Rev. Mr. Shinn said if that 
school house stays in its present con- 
dition it will be a disgrace to be a 
member of the School Committee. He 
favors both the Jackson and the 
Lincoln Schools given up and a mod- 
ern brick building erected at Nonan- 
tum. Dr. Stone opposed either the 
Jackson or the Lincoln Schools be- 
ing abandoned. He thought the former 
can be fixed up for $5000, and another 
four room school built for $12,000. He 
said the population at Nonantum 
would dwindle if the mills shut down, 
so it is hardly worth while to spend 
much on schools there. Alderman 
Cobb said the city can’t afford to 
throw away buildings. He protested 
against unnecessary expenses which 
will increase already high taxes and 
deter people from moving here. Every 
bad feature in the Jackson School can 
be removed before fall, he said. 

Councilman Powers quoted figures to 
show that Newton spends much more 
on schools in proportion to its size 
than lnrger cities. The expense per 
scholar this year will be $35, where- 
as Boston spends but $24. Rev. Mr. 
Shinn said the reason he is anxious 
to have good grammar schools is be- 
cause he doesn’t believe in high schools 
at public expense. "I know this is 
heretical,” he said. — "and that no other 
member of the committee agrees with 
me, hut I know I am right.”

Powers’ Paragraphs 


Sybil Holmes, the Brookline lady 
who has achieved success in politics, 
was in the limelight last week be- 
cause of her participation in the pub- 
lic hearings held nt the State House 
by the committee of the Legislature 
w’hich has been investigating Com- 
munist, Fascist and other subversive 
organizations. It was an unusual op- 
portunity for Miss Holmes to obtain 
publicity, and she made n bid for 
more by proposing that another State 
bureau be created — a division of citi- 
zenship to control real and nlleged 
subversive organizations. Apparently 
Miss Holmes does not believe that citi- 
zens of Massachusetts are already 
struggling under a sufficiently oppres- 
sive State tax burden, added to recent- 
ly by the creation of the Unemploy- 
ment Compensation division, and other 
new State activities. So. she wants 
to open another field for public jobs. 

This Saturday the parking space 
nt Newton Comer will be available for 
free parking of automobiles and ac- 
commodations have been provided for 
the parking of about 90 cars. The 
entrance to the parking space will be 
on Pearl Court nt its Pearl st. end. 
This will also be the exit. Vehicles 
cannot enter or leave from the Wash- 
ington st. end of Pearl Court because 
of the traffic haznrds there, both pe- 
destrian and vehicular. But occupants 
of the parked automobiles can walk 
in and out of the Washington st. end 
of Pearl Court and thus have ensy ac- 
cess to the stores and offices on Wash- 
ington st. Employees of the Street 
Department have completed the job of 
grading and surfacing the area, fences 
have been built there, and parking 
lines painted. The Street Department 
surfaced 2600 square yards of land for 
parking purposes, and 500 square yards 
for driveways. 

The land where the parking space 
has been established is owned by the 
R. C. Taylor Trust and has been con- 
tributed by Mr. Taylor for parking pur- 
poses at only nominal expense to the 
city. The city will pay the Taylor 
Trust a yearly rental of $189. but as 
the owners of the land will pay this 
sum back to the city for taxes on the 
28,000 square feet of land, the Taylor 
Trust receives nothing for the parking 
area. The city has a 5-year lease on 
the land, with an option of a 5-year 
renewal. The Board of Aldermen, last 
December, upon recommendation of 
Mayor Childs appropriated $2500 to 
pay for grading and surfacing the 
area. Six old tenement houses, which 
were formerly located on the land, 
were ordered vacated last year by the 
Taylor Trust, and the buildings were 
torn down within the past couple of 
months. 

For 25 years there has been need 
of a parking space at Newton Corner, 
and the decline of that section as a 
business centre hns been attributed 
in large part to lack of parking fa- 
cilities. Various plans were suggested 
for the creation of a parking area and 
Pearl Court has long been suggested 
as the logical site for the purpose. Sev- 
eral years ago the then City Govern- 
ment disregarded asking suggestions 
from Wards 1 and 7 Aldermen, who 
ivere conversant with this matter, en- 
gaged the services of a resident of an- 
other part of the city and paid him 
$500 to present plans for the creation 
of a parking area, and solutions of 
other traffic problems at Newton Cor- 
ner. His plans called for the expendi- 


ture of a large amount of money — and 
were not adopted. Other plans offered 
nt other times would have necessitated 
the purchase of a parking area at a 
large cost. Now. the city obtains the 
long wanted parking facilities for prac- 
ticnlly nothing. The wages of an at- 
tendant nt the place will be paid by 
the management of the Paramount 
Theatre at Newton. A period of many 
months ensued between the time ne- 
gotiations were started between the 
Taylor Trust and the city over the 
parking space, and much of the delay 
was caused because a few members of 
the Board of Aldermen were not in 
favor of the plan. Instead of readily 
grasping the opportunity for the city 
to obtain a long needed parking space, 
they took the peculiar attitude that if 
such pnrking facilities were provided 
t Newton Corner, other sections of the 
city would ask for them. If parking 
facilities can be obtained at Newton- 
ville and Newton Centre at as little 
cost to the city os the new parking 
space at Newton Corner, the city gov- 
ernment and citizens of Newton should 
gladly welcome such opportunities. 

Now that the parking space is avail- 
able, motorists patronizing Newton 
Corner business places (and a few of 
the business men themselves) should 
be encouraged to use it, and other 
motorists should be discouraged from 
using it as a free outdoor garage, or 
as an all-day parking space for com- 
muters to Boston. Regulations restrict- 
ing the use of the parking space will 
have to be adopted. 


It was not so many months ago that 
His Excellency Charles F. Hurley in- 
dignantly resented the accusation 
thnt he had been a "spendthrift gov- 
ernor." Governor Hurley had been pro- 
claiming both before and after assum- 
ing his present office that his efforts 
would be directed toward giving Mas- 
sachusetts an economical administra- 
tion, and its people relief from un- 
necessary taxation. Now — he comes 
out with the demand that the Legisla- 
ture authorize a bond issue of $23,- 
625.000 for work relief, which if done 
would make the State expenses for 
1938 mount to the staggering sum 
of $95,000,000. Of course, Mr. Hurley 
is actuated by his great sympathy for 
the deserving unemployed. It would- 
n’t be nice to insinuate that he is 
motivated by a desire to capture votes 
through the distribution of patronage. 
Some persons, however, might be 
tempted to suggest this in view of the 
recent discharge of veteran State De- 
partment employees who are residents 
of Middlesex County and their replace- 
ment by non-residents of this county 
on work in Middlesex County. 

Governor Hurley has also been crit- 
icising the Roosevelt administration 
for not giving more assistance to busi- 
ness men. especially the small busi- 
ness man. Is Mr. Hurley endeavoring 
to help the small business men of 
Massachusetts when he proposes that 
employees shall not contribute to the 
Unemployment Compensation Fund? 
Or is he attempting to make another 
bid for votes? 


If some of the members of the Legis- 
lature had been as anxious to have 
themselves investigated, following the 
Bickford accusations, as they apparent- 
ly are to have subversive influences 
investigated, it would redound more to 
the benefit of Massachusetts, in the 
opinion of many citizens.

Wellesley Quota Assured 

Two Chestnut Hill Women Receive Ovation For Obtaining 
Quota of That Village 


With the goal of $360,000 within 
striking distance, leaders and workers 
in the Newton Hospital campaign for 
a new nurses’ home are redoubling 
their efforts for the next several days 
in order to reach every civic-minded 
citizen in the Newtons and Wellesley. 

Having passed the $200, 000-mark 
last Tuesday, the workers were unan- 
imously in favor of continuing the 
drive until next Tuesday night, June 
28, at which time the fourth and Anal 
report dinner will be held at the 
Weeks Junior High School, Newton 
Centre, at 7. 

“Keep up the good work” was the 
keynote of the third report dinner at 
the Weeks School last Tuesday eve- 
ning when, despite the heat wave, at- 
tendance climbed to around 800. 

Henry J. Nichols, general campaign 
chairman for the Newtons, praised the 
campaign organization, as well as 
those generous citizens who have 
ready contributed to the hospital fund. 
"Such splendid results have been at- 
tained thus far that I am certain the 
extra week will bring us to our goal, 
or at least very close,” he declared. 

"All the prospective givers have not 
yet been seen. They should be more 
receptive than ever now that victory 
is so near at hand.” 

Chairman Nichols announced that 
additional pledges amounted to $68,677, 
including a special gift of $5000 from 
the Newton Hospital Aid, boosting the 
grand total to $202,079. 

William Holway Hill, general 
chairman for Wellesley, reported that 
Wellesley had added $10,760 to bring 
its total to $36,343. "Wellesley will 
keep its organization going until they 
get their quota of $40,000 and a little 
more,” he asserted. 

John L. Richardson, president of 
the hospital, and John A. Paine, a 
trustee, were others who spoke at the 
dinner, favoring an extension of the 
campaign and predicting substantial 
gifts yet to come. 

A highlight of the dinner was the 
announcement that Chestnut Hill re- 
ported additional pledges of $12,987, 
raising the total to $22,647. Chestnut 
Hill is the only village without an or- 
ganization of teams, although entitled 


to four, and all of the work has been 
done by Miss Elsie Burrage, chairman, 
assisted by Mrs. Endicott P. Salton- 
stall, a hospital trustee, who were 
given a rousing ovation by their fel- 
low workers. 

Chestnut Hill’s ..quota is $25,000, and 
it has been revealed that the sum has 
been designated for the living room 
of the nurses’ home as a memorial to 
the late Dr. Herman T. Baldwin, first 
resident doctor that Chestnut Hill ever 
had and for over thirty years visiting 
physician at the Newton Hospital. 

A graduate of Harvard College in 
1891 and of Harvard Medical School in 
1895, Dr. Baldwin came to Chestnut 
Hill as a young man starting prac- 
tice. He gave unselfishly of his time 
and services to the community, and 
many of his patients in Brookline, as 
well as Newton, have contributed to 
the memorial fund. 

Dr. Baldwin died in Orlando, Fla., 
November 26, 1934, at the age of 66 
years. He was born in Boston, the son 
of Jacob and Eleanor (Tileston) Bald- 
win. He attended the public schools, 
and prepared for Harvard at Boston 
Latin School. He was a member of 
tbe American Medical Association, the 
Massachusetts Medical Society and the 
Newton Medical Club. 

For many years Dr. Baldwin was a 
lecturer at the Newton Hospital 
School of Nursing, and some of the 
nurses attached to the hospital today 
trained under him. Miss Bertha W. 
Allen, superintendent of the hospital, 
recalls that when she entered the 
school in 1903, Dr. Baldwin was the 
physiology lecturer. 

Dr. Baldwin’s services were valued 
so highly at the hospital that the trus- 
tees refused to permit him to resign 
as he advanced in years. Although 
exceedingly modest, he was regarded 
as a superior diagnostician, and his 
judgment was esteemed highly. With 
the memorial practically assured, the 
announcement of it has been received 
with a great deal of enthusiasm by 
all who knew Chestnut Hill’s first doc- 
tor.

Newton Resident 
Chief Justice of 
Supreme Court 

Judge Fred T. Field of 36 Fairmount 
ave.. Newton, was appointed by Gov- 
ernor Hurley on June 16 as Chief 
Justice of the Massachusetts Supreme 
Court to succeed the late Arthur P. 
Rugg. The governor made the appoint- 
ment after ho had conferred with a 
committee from the Boston Bar Asso- 
ciation. Justice Field was born in 
Springfield, Vermont, on Dec. 24. 1876. 
His father conducted a store in that 
town and was also an official of the 
local bank. His uncle. Walbrhlge A. 
Field was chief Justice of the Massa- 
chusetts Supreme Court in the ’90’s. 
Judge Field attended Saxton’s River 
Academy In Vermont and then went to 
Brown University where he was a Phi 
Beta Kappa man and president of his 
class. He then attended Harvard Law 
School, graduating in 1903. He then 
became an assistant to Attorney Gen- 
eral Parker of Massachusetts and In 
1912 he entered private practice. He 
became a member of the law firm of 
Goodwin, Proctor, Field & Hoar. 

In 1929 he was appointed a justice 
of the Supreme Court by Governor Al- 
len. Judge Field was married 15 years 
ago to Gertrude Montague, a Cam- 
bridge school teacher, and has one 
daughter. Ann Field. 12 years of age. 
He has resided in Newton for 10 years. 
He has served as a trustee of Ford 
Hall and of Newton Theological Semi- 
nary.

Would Teach School 
Pupils To Drive 


At the meeting of the Newton 
School Committee last Monday night 
Supt. of Schools Warren advocated 
the introduction at Newton High 
School of a course in automobile driv- 
ing. Several months ago the Har- 
vard Bureau of Traffic Research of- 
fered to conduct an experimental 
course in instructing a sig*ill num- 
ber of pupils to operate automobiles. 
Using a car with dual-control, which 
was provided by an automobile com- 
pany. a small number of pupils were 
taught how to drive. It was stated 
at that time that the cost for this 
experimental venture would be only 
$85. At the meeting on Monday night 
Principal Elicker and Asst Principal 
Greene of the High School were pres- 
ent and advocated the addition of In- 
stuction in driving automobiles to the 
curricula of tbe high school Mr. 
Elicker stated that a number of high 
schools in the West had introduced 
| the course, and that the estimated cost 
[ of conducting it at Newton High 
School would be about $3000. At first 
only a selected number of senior class 
pupils would receive instruction Mr. 
Greene said that at first he did not 
enthuse over the proposal to teach 
operation of automobiles, but after 
having observed the results in the 
case of the pupils taught in the ex- 
perimental course, he became strong- 
ly in favor of the plan. The School 
Committee decided that it will be 
time enough to consider the proposal 
after school starts next September.

Wrecks, Hearse, Cemetery, Gruesome Features — Placards On 
Floats Admonish Public to Drive Safely 


The first safety parade in Newton 
was held last Thursday night under 
the auspices of the Newton Safety 
Council. Seventy-five motor vehicles, 
including a hearse, floats, busses, 
trucks and passenger cars went over 
a route which started at City Hall and 
included all the villages of the city. 
The parade was headed by the car of 
Police Chief Hughes which carried as 
passengers Mayor Childs. Charles 
Floyd, president of the Board of Al- 
dermen, and Richard Dunn, vice-chair- 
man of Newton Safety Council. Gen- 
eral Daniel Needham, chairman of the

The hearse bore signs giv- 
ing the information that 24 persons 
had been killed in Newton in 1936 
and 1937 as a result of automobile ac- 
cidents. Following the hearse came 
twenty-three automobiles, each with 
signs giving the date, location and 
nature of each of the fatal accidents. 

Heading what turned out to be the 
second division of the parade was 
another bus. also provided by the 
Middlesex & Boston Street Railway, 
and carrying members of the band 
of Newton Post. American Legion. 
This was followed by a number of 
floats bearing safety slogans, and some 
of them attractively decorated. Among 
the floats and decorated trucks in the 
parade were those sponsored by the 
Bigelow junior high school of Newton 
with a court scene showing a traf- 
fic violator: one entered by the W. 
C. T. U organizations of the citv with 
signs which read— “We’ll be Safer if 
You’re Sober.” and "If You Drink 
Don’t Drive If You Drive Don’t 
Drink ” The float of the American 
Legion carried the information that 
nearly twice as many persons have 
been killed by automobiles in the 
U. S A in 15 years, than wer* killed 
in 15 years of warfare waged by this 
country One of the most significant

Credit for the creation of the large 
parking space at Newton Corner 
should go largely to Phillips Byfield. 
Ijast year he worked assiduously over 
a period of many months conducting 
negotiations between the Taylor Trust, 
Mayor Childs, the City Solicitor and 
the Board of Aldermen. These efforts 
on the part of Mr. Byfleld resulted In 
the agreement between Mr. Taylor and 
the City of Newton and brought about 
the establishment of the long needed 
parking facilities. 

Our attention was called last Sunday 
afternoon to rubbish barrels which 
had been put out on the sidewalk on 
Washington st. between Common- 
wealth ave. and West Newton. And 
Washington at. In that section is not 
the only part of Newton In which 
persons lacking in civic pride and 
consideration for their neighbors put 
rubbish barrels and containers out on 
sidewalks before nightfall on Sundays. 
The city ordinances forbid the placing 
of such barrels or containers on public 
sidewalks except on the morning of 
the day on which they are collected. 
It is also illegal to have them on 
sidewalks over night without lanterns 
to guard against accidents. Few per- 
sons would object to the practise 
which has been tolerated over a long 
period of years of placing rubbish bar- 
rels out on sidewalks on the night pre- 
ceding the day of collection, but In 
the cases of persons who put out rub- 
bish containers In daylight hours on 
Sundays, or who leave them out Sun- 
days (and In some cases all week 
long), the law should be enforced.

In a Boston newspaper last week 
was an appealing letter from a man 
In Brighton. He wrote that his wife 
had returned home after having been 
in a hospital for four years and was 
being disturbed by the Incessant ex- 
plosions of firecrackers, or salutes as 
they are now called. The man asked 
If something could not be done to pre- 
vent the sale of fireworks until the one 
day before July 4th. Thousands of 
other persons in Greater Boston year- 
ly experience the snme trial this Brigh- 
ton man complains of. In almost 
every neighborhood are sick persons, 
invalids or old people whose nerves 
are weak and to whom the discharge 
of firecrackers or other explosives Is 
torture and a health menace. Persons 
who have reached the age of reason, 
and this Includes boys In their "teens” 
who explode firecrackers one or two 
weeks ahead of July 4th should be pun- 
ished in accordance with the law. And 
parents who knowingly permit boys to 
do this rate contempt. 

Newton and Waltham Are chiefs 
are co-operating by restricting the 
sale of fireworks to three days be- 
| fore July 4th. Watertown and Boston 
fire chiefs have not been co-operating 
by permitting the sale of fireworks for 
longer periods before the "legal noise 
day.” 


It Is about time that the work of 
removing the former Spear homestead 
at the corner of Washington st. and 
Walnut park be completed. For weeks 
now the remnants of the torn down 
dwelling have remained there to make 
the place even more of an eyesore than 
it was before. If the man who started 
to tear down the house does not re- 
move the debris, the city should 
without further delay. 


We believe the City of Newton is 
showing a niggardly attitude in re- 
fusing to pay the moderate damages 
asked for by Anthony Emmets, father 
of 9 year old Paul Emmets who was 
severely burned at the Hamilton School 
in April through careless use of alco- 
hol by older boys attending a trade 
school class there. Even though judges 
have ruled that a city Is not liable for 
injuries received on public school 
property, the circumstances In this 
ease are such that the boy’s parents 
certainly seem entitled to reimburse- 
ment for the care of the boy. And the 
child himself suffered weeks of tor- 
ture from the burn. The City of New- 
ton has paid claims in the past, when 
tlie law was on the city’s side, and 
the moral obligation then involved was 
far less than that involved in the Em- 
mets’ case. 


The controversy in the Legislature 
the past week or two over the pro- 
posed legislation giving further ex- 
emption to children in supporting aged 
and indigent parents is just another 
sad indication of the decadence of 
these times. It is true that in past 
years many sons nnd daughters had 
to make great sacrifices in order to 
support some old father or mother- 
or both, and thus hnd to warp their 
own lives. Rut, such sacrifices also 
brought out the noblest traits In hu- 
man nature and tended toward per- 
sonal pride nnd self reliance. In con 
trust in late years is the all too 
prevalent practice of many men and 
women who have good Incomes nnd 
who indulge in many luxuries, refus- 
ing to support or help support an aged 
parent, and having so little pride 
or affection that they depend on the 
public to carry the burden which they 
rightly should assume.

He 
is a graduate of Bowdoin College and 
the Episcopal Theological School in 
Cambridge, and is a Chaplain with the 
rank of Captain in the Reserve Corps 
of the U. S. Army. His many friends 
in this city rejoice that his able work 
has been recognized.

At the meeting of tin* Hoarjl of Al- 
dermen on Monday night Alderman 
Temperley alleged that discrimination 
had been shown by the Board in the 
matter of zoning changes petitioned 
for by the New England Telephone 
Company at Court st.. Newtonville nnd 
the heirs of Mary Belger at Eliot st., 
Newton Highlands. The Board grant- 
ed leave to withdraw on u petition 
of the Belgers for a change of zone 
from residence to business nt 2 nnd 
6 Eliot st. Alderman Rawson, chair- 
man of the Claims Committee said 
the Planning Bonn! recommended the 
change provided the Belgers would 
agree to a 15 foot setback on their 
land. andL the Claims Committee had 
voted 4 to 1 in favor, but the Bel- 
gers declined to sign the setback re- 
lease. The committee then voted 
unanimously agdlnst the petition. Raw 
son snld he was opposed to the peti- 
tion because it would be an opening 
wedge to allowing the Worcester turn- 
pike in this city to be changed from 
residence to business zones. He said 
former Boards of Aldermen had op- 
posed many applications for .such 
changes, and he would continue to do 
so. Wellesley and other communities 
have taken similar action, because 
If the turnpike is evolved into a busi- 
ness thoroughfare, its creation as a 
fast artery for unobstructed motor 
vehicle traffic will be nullified. 

Alderman Temperley said that the 
legal papers which the Belgers were 
asked to sign, assuring the city that 
no buildings could ever he erected 
within the 15 feet setback, were not 
required from the Telephone Com- 
pany when the change of zone was 
recently granted at Court st.. New- 
tonville. He wondered why one treat- 
ment was accorded a rich corporation 
and another given to individuals who 
are old residents of the city? Rawson 
replied that the change of zone grant- 
ted the Telephone Company was only 
a narrow strip of land and the 
company voluntarily agreed to a 15 
foot setback on a much larger area 
which was already in a business zone, 
and that inasmuch as the company is 
to erect a large building on the 
site, the continuance of the setback 
for many years ie assured. In the 
case of the Belger property, while 
they might abide by an agreement 
for a setback, the city would have no 
assurance that whoever would buy 
the property from the Belgers. would 
honor the agreement. He said the 
telephone company surrendered a 
right they possessed on property al- 
ready in the business zone, but the 
Belgers were not asked to give up 
any zoning advantage, but were being 
given an advantage. Rawson said that 
while the Belger property is listed 
os being on Eliot st., to all intents 
it is on the turnpike.

A public hearing was held by the 
Newton Board of Aldermen on Mon- 
day night on the petition of the At- 
Inntlc Refining Company for a per 
mlt to establish a gasoline filling sin 
tlon nt the corner of Centre st. and 
Norwood nve., Newton Centre. Gen- 
eral Daniel Needham appeared for the 
petitioner. He said that the property 
is owned by Mrs Katherine Karniekas 
and that tier son 1ms nothing to do 
with it. He stated that the owner 
is dependent on the property for her 
income and ought to be allowed to 
make gainful use of It. or otherwise 
she may have to go on welfare. Mr. 
Needham snld that the property has 
been a disgrace in the past, hut if 
the permit is given for a station nt 
the locus, an attractive, well kept 
filling station will be built, the half- 
burned barn will be removed and the 
site greatly Improved. ITo snld the 
petitioner would take a 10 year lease 
ot» the property nnd operate the sta- 
tion. 

Steven Berko of 43 Norwood ave., 
who has been active in opposing previ- 
ous petitions for filling station and 
other permits nt the Karalekas prop- 
erty and the Ice house property, was 
one of the principal opponents against 
the petition. He told of having ob- 
tained 65 names on a petition seven 
months ago. objecting to a previous 
attempt to get a permit for a gaso- 
line station at the place, and that 
lie had secured almost as many names 
o*f persons who object to the present 
petition. He read a letter from Har- 
old R. Jnques of 15 Norwood ave. 
which contained a number of reasons 
offered as arguments against the 
granting of the permit. They are 
the same arguments presented nt the 
hearings on previous petitions — name- 
ly — that the location is dangerous be- 
cause it is on a grade, that there 
is no sidewalk on the east side of 
Centre st. thus forcing children who 
attend the Weeks and Snored Heart 
schools to walk on thnt side of the 
street where the gasoline station 
would be located. The letter also 
alleged that the water in Crystal Lake 
would become contaminated by oil 
and gasoline seeping from the sta- 
tion. 

Others who spoke in opposition in- 
cluded Herman Wells. 1498 Centre 
st.: John Whittlesey. 20 Norwood ave. 
Irving Paul. 1402 Centre st.: Hugh 
Walker of Locksley rd.: and Alfred 
M. Chandler representing the New- 
ton Centre Improvement Association.

Paul 
Emmets at the Hamilton School in 
Newton Lower Falls. At the meet 
lug of the Board of Aldermen on Mon 
day night Alderman Rawson. chairman 
of the Claims Committee reported 
thnt the claim presented by Mr. Em 
mets hnd been given lenve to with 
draw bemuse the State statutes sny 
the city is not linhle for injuries re 
reived on school property. Ho ex 
plained that the Emmets hoy hnd been 
burned when alcohol which was be- 
ing used by some larger boys attend- 
ing a Trade School class In the build 
lug, exploded. He snld that the hoys 
hnd been ordered to clean some tools 
by menns of sandpaper, hut had dis- 
obeyed orders and were using burn- 
ing alcohol. 

Alderman Temperley argued that 
the city should pay the damages 
asked for by Emmets. He snld laws 
passed years ago have become obso- 
lete, nnd he quoted the Workmen’s 
Compensation Law to show thnt more 
humane conditions prevail. He said 

sympathetic jury might decide In 
favor of the Emmets claim. Aider- 
man Rawson asked City Solicitor 
Bartlett to explain the case, and Tem- 
perley called Bartlett’s attention to 
a case which happened many years 
ago when the City of Newton paid 
damages for injuries received by 
hoy nt the Newton Centre playground. 
Mr. Bartlett spld that Ills decision 
that the city cannot pay damages 
for the burns received by the Em- 
mets hoy was not based on any State 
statute, but on decisions made by 
judges in Massachusetts. He snld 
jury might ho sympathetic, hut 
judge would interpret the law. Tem- 
perley said that the schoolteachers 
were careless In delegating Huch work 
to hoys. 

The Emmets hoy was passing by 
the steps outside the school when 
the alcohol In n can exploded when 
the older boys lighted matches at 
It. He received second and third de- 
gree burns on his left leg from the 
ankle to above the knee. He was con- 
fined to bed for 4 weeks, will hnve 
a permanent scar, and the leg Is still 
painful nnd weak. His parents ask 
$100 for medical treatment nnd pay 
ment for the hoy’s clothes.
